LIME SLACKED 


Johnson Tunnel Canyon 
On Fire Again. 


Foreman Galbraith Receives a 
Scalp Wound. 


The Santa Fe Company’s Loss is 
Very Heavy. 


Freight Piled Up All Along the Line. 
Delay More Damaging Than 
That Caused by the Strike—A 
Cinch for “Uncle” Collis, 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO TIVES 

, WILLIAMS, (Ariz.,) Jan. 28.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch. ] Johnson-Cafion 
tunnel, which caught fire over two 
weeks ago and part of which subse- 
quently caved in, causing the death of 
Bridge Superintendent Charles Mat- 
thews and Roadmaster Patrick Lyons 
and injury to several others, ignited 
again last night at 11 o’clock, and is 
now a smoldering mass of debris. 

The tunnel had been rebuilt, and 
everything was in readiness for pas- 
Senger and freight trains to again pass 
through, _when workmen noticed 
flames curling through the roof about 
the center. The fire was difficult to 
reach with water and soon spread, 
baffling the efforts of the workmen to 
suppress it. Oscar Gabriel, a fore- 
man, was struck on the head by fall- 
ing rock, and received a bad scalp 
wound, making the tenth man injured 
in the tunnel. He was taken to the 
hospital at Albuquerque. 

It is su; posed the cause of the fire 
was spontaneous combustion. The 
limestone rock, when replaced with 
timbers, was still warm from the other 
fire. This last disaster at the tunnel 
will cause another delay of transpor- 
tation, and tysnsfer of passengers will - 
continue as before. The numerous 
fires and cavings-in at the tunnel have 
caused the worst freight blockade 
known in the history of the Santa Fé 
system. A small fortune in freight 
has been turned over to the Southern 
Pacific. Tonight trains are being 
returned to Albuquerque to be sent 
down to the Southern Pacific, and 
freight is piled up all along the line. 
There are 117 crews idle between here 
and Albuquerque. 

Business men are seriously incon- 
venienced by the delay in traffic. The | 
Saginaw Lumber Company of this place 
has a bundred cars of fruit boxes and 
building material awaiting shipment 
to California. The loss to the Santa 
Fé Company through the continued 
disaster at the tunnel can scarcely be 
estimated. It may easily reach $1,- 
000,000. The work of reconstruction 
will begin as soon as the ruins cool. 
Wet timber and redwood ties will be 
employed in the work. Three hundred 
men are waiting to go to work. The 
company is paying $1 an hour on ac- 
count of the dangerous character of 
the work. 

The tunnel which has caused so much 
trouble is about ten miles west of Wil- 
liams. It is 330 feet in length, and 
contains a curve. It was entered 
from the eastern end in a deep cut, 
and trains emerged at the western end 
upon a high steel bridge, guarded by 
a bridge-tender, whose house stands 
upon a shelf on the left side of the 
track. The tunnel was constructed 
by Col. J. T. Sims of Phoenix; was 
built upon a heavy grade through a 
formation unfavorable to. tunnel- 
building, and was pronounced by ex- 
perts a remarkable piece of ‘railroad 
work. General Manager Nevins of 
the Santa Fé and other officials are 
at the scene. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. 

WILLIAMS, (Ariz.,) Jan. 28.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Shortly after 11 
o'clock last night the tunnel at John- 
son’s Cafion, ten miles west of here, 
was ready once more for the passage 
of trains, after more than a week of « 
arduous labor and great expense by 
the railroad company. Suddenly the 
smoke began to pour forth from the 
entranee,'and the catastrophe of last 
week was repeated, and in an in- 
credibly short space of time the whole 
was a raging mass of flames, which 
mounted high in the air at either end 
of the tunnel with such intense heat 
that all efforts on the part of the work- 
men to fight the flames were usel¢ss. 

The supposition is that the fire was 
due to combustion arising from the 
timbers being in. contact with the 
limestone rock of which the sides of 
the tunnel are formed, and which was 
slacked by the water used against the 
The crumbling of this rock 
caused much danger to the lives of 
the workmen last week, Fortunately 
there were no gangs of men in the 
tunnel at the time, as trains were ‘soon 
expected to pass through, for the rail- . 
road company had given notice that 
the traffic would be again resumed to- 
day. 

Men are very loth to work in the 
clearing away of the debris, and those 
who face the danger are paid at the 
rate of $1 an hour by the company,

and a corps of engineers are at the 
tunnel, ready to begin the work of 
retimbering as soon as the flames shall 
have spent themselves. The employés 
of the company at this point are using 
every precaution to see that the pas- 
sengers are not greatly: inconvenienced 
during the transfer, and a good trail 
has been constructed around the moun- 
tain over which the baggage, mail and 
express are carried, thus causing no de- 
lay ofthe mail matter.~~ The Santa 
Fé Pacific Company is being compli- 
mented on its efforts to make the 
running of these trains as near as pos- 
sible’Gn schedule time. 


News at, Headquarters. 

Inquiry at the Sanita Fé offices here 
yesterday regarding the second disas- 
trous fire that occurred eariy Friday 
morning in the Johnson’s Cafon tunnel, 
on the Santa Fé line near Williams, 
Ariz., brought forth the information 
that the workmen had just gu’ the tun- 
nel cleared ‘of the debris resulting 
from the first fire, and were preparing 
to leave the spot, when it was discov- 
ered that the casing and supports were 
again on fire. Every effort. was made 
to extinguish the flames. The fire 
steadily gained in spite of all that 
could be done, and in a very short ime 
the interior of the tunnel was simply 
a raging furnace. The workmen were 
compelled to desist in their efforts and 
stand idly by and let things burn. 

The rock through which the tunnel 
passes is limestone, and it is said the 
first fire converted the sides and roof 
into lime. The water used to extin- 
guish the first fire caused the lime to 
slake, and combustion resulted from 
the heat so generated. The disinte- 
gration of the rock and the burning of 
the timbers have unsettled the ground 
so that it is now caving and sliding at 
many points, and the total destruction 
of the tunnel is feared. 

Santa Fé officials said last night that 
the tunnel disaster is the most serious 
misfortune that has befallen the com- 
pany. and will prove to be more ex- 
pensive than the strike. All the through 
business of the road must now be done 
over the Southern Pacific lines, and 
Uncle is not doing the Santa Fé’s 
work in a spirit of brotherly love. He 
has a cinch, and it is not likely that he 
is overlooking any opportunity to turn 
an honest penny. 

On account of this increase in busi- 
ness, the Southern Pacific Company 
will be compelled to put double crews 
on all engines, as the engines will get 
absolutely no rest. More engineers and 
brakemen are needed. It was stated 
at the Arcade depot yesterday that no 
capable railroad man would be refused 
work.

} DOES NOT BETONG TO UNCLE SAM 
NOR TO CALIFORNIANS.

State Department Decides Adversely 

¢o the Clatm of the Oceanic 
Phosphate Company — France 
Raised Her Flag Forty Years 
Axo. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—[FExclusive 
Dispatch.] The State Department has 
rendered an opinion in the matier of 
the claim of the Oceanic Phosphate 
Company, that it hes no valid claim 
to the guano deposits of Clipperton Isl- 
end, and that the United States has 
never had any basis for any claim on 
the island. In addition to this, the 
Oceanic Company has never perfected 
its own filing upon the phosphates. 
Secretary Sherman says in his letter to 
Senator Perkins, announcing the @¢e- 
cision, that France has claimed the 
islands by reason of discovery in 1709 
and by the raising of her flag over the 
island in 1858. Going further, it is said, 
the statutes governing such cases have 
not been complied with in the case of 
Clipperton Island, and consequently 
there is no standing for the United 
States and the California corporation. 

In explanation of the decision ‘there 
is inclosed a letter from Assistant 
Secretary Adee to the Postofflice De- 
partment, written in 1895, when there 
was a question of extending posial ser- 
vice to Clipperton Island. It set forth 
that in 1892 Frederick W. Permian of 
San Francisco filed an effidavit claim- 
ing that on July 4, 1892, while on the 
schooner Caleb Curtis, he discovered 
a deposit of guano on the island, put 
down on the chart as Clipperton Island. 
Soon after Shaften Howard, as presi- 
dent of the Stonington Phosphate \‘om- 
pany, filed three effidavits setting forth 
Permian’s discovery, and saving that 
though this was not the first time the 
island had been touched wpon, yet 
Permian was the first man to land in 
years and undoubtedly found the 
guano. A claim was made upon this 
and thé pearl fisheries. 

In May, 18988, Melvin Chapman, as 
president of ‘the Oceanic Phosphate 
Company, laid claim to the island under 
Permian’s discovery and assignmeni., 
but nothing on file at the depar.iument 
showed a change of inierests. No 
further action was taken after this, 
State Department held 
there was no claim to the island by 
the United States and no mail service 
Was necessary.

Smoothy's Guilt as Plain 
aS a Pikestall, 


Hanna’s Political Friends Shown 
lo Be Implicated. 


Money Passed and Promises of 
an Office Made. 


Long-distance Telephoning to the 
Managerial ‘‘Major’’—Represent- 
ative Otis Wauld not Stand in, 
but His Attorney Has Evidence.

CINCINNATI, Jan. 28.—[ Exclusive 
Digpatch.] The Senate committee that 
has inyestigated the charges of at- 
tempted bribery by intimate personal 
and political friends of Senator Hanna, 
has gone over the entire gzround, and 
the pruofs which it has collected, and 
which cannot be disputed, are: 

That one H. H. Boyce was in Ohio 
during @ part of December, with, and 
assisting Mr. Boxwell, the Hanna can- 
dGidate for Speaker of the House. Mr. 
Boxwell was defeated because he had 
promised the same chairmanships to 
several different people. In Hamilton 
county (Cincinnati) he had promised 
important chairmanships to the three 
Fusion-Repwublican members, who were 
nominated and elected as anti-Hanna 
men by the Fusion-Democratic votes. 
These men were Messrs. Lane, Droste 
and Otis, all former 
Whether Boyce invented the plan of 
campaign adopted by Boxwell, or only 
stood by to make promises for him 
is not known, but this association con- 
nected him with Maj. Dick and the 
Hanna Senatoria! campaign. 

The next point proven was that 
Boyce and gentlemen known to repre- 
sent Hanna had worked three days 
on Representative Otis, before he came 
on January 5, and the Hanna people 
believed that they would secure his 
vote; Maj. Dick having given out an 
interview in which he said that Hanna 
would receive the votes of Lane, Droste 
and Otis. 

Then Boyce came to Cincinnati and 
put hintself in comunication with Rep- 
resentative Otis, and at the same time 
kept up communication ,by long-dis- 
tance telephone with some one whom 
he addressed as ‘‘Major,” through the 
private telephone in the rooms of Sen- 
ator Hanna at the Neil House in Co- 
lumbus. The t-uth of testimony as to 
the conversations carried on between 
Boyce and the Major is not disputed 
or denied; in fact, no answer has been 
made to the testimony, aithough it in- 
volves the character of Mr. Hanna and 
his seat in the United States Sénate. 
as well as the personal liberty of -him- 
self and ot) ast two of his intimates,

Maj. Dick, secretary of the National 
Republican Committee, and Mr. Hollen- 
back, a member of the Ohio State Re- 
publican Committee, to say nothing of 
the confidential agent, “Gen.” H. H. 
Boyce. 

The proof is clear and undisputed that 
Boyce told the “Major” that he could 
secure the voté of Representative Otis 
for $20,000, one-half payable in cash, 
the other half payable when the vote 
had been cast for Hanna. It is equally 
clear that the “Major’ told Boyce that 
Mr. Hollenback would be sent down 
with the monev in bills; that Hollen- 
back came down and met Boyce and 
was closeted with him, and that after 
he left, Boyce deposited a large en- 
velope in the safe of the hotel. But the 
fact was not brought out that any one 
knew that the envelope contained 
money. 

The negotiations with Lawyer T. C. 
Campbell, attorney for Representative 
Otis, and the payment to him of $1750 
was all proven conclusively, as was the 
fact that Otis refused to even intimate 
that he would sell his vote for Hanna, 
but on the contrary, that he would not 
be a party to such an intimation, even 
if it would defeat Hanna. 

Hollenback and Boyce will in- 
dicted by the grand jury of his 
county, and the former will no vou5t 
be tried. The attorneys for Hanna 
do not dispute the facts disclosel ly 
the evidence of the witnesses, [ut say 
that the proceedings have been itresu- 
lar and unlawful; that the inquiry 
should be conducted under the rules 
of a trial court. The further claim is 
made that there is no right in the 
Senate and House jointly or separ- 
ately to inquire into the methods pur- 
sued to secure votes for a candidate 
for United States Senator; that the 
Peral Code of Ohio only applies” in 
eases where members have been 
bribed, or bribery attempted, to in- 
fluence votes on purely legislative niat- 
ters, and that the election of a 
United States Senator is not a tegis- 
lative act under any law of the 
Sitate: therefore, if a candidate should 
buy all the votes necessary to elect 
him, the act would not come within 
the jurisdiction of either or both 
houses of the Legislature, or the 
courts of this State; but must be in- 
quired into by the Senate of the 
United States, which,” under the na- 
tional Constitution, alone can Pass 
upon “the election and qualification” 
of its members. They claim thaf 
Hanna will recognize no other author- 
ity as competent to pass on these 
questions.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—After 
debate animated at all times and oce 


casionally acrimonious, which oceupied 
the greater part of the week, the Sen- 
ate this evening, by a decisive vote of 
i to 32, passed the Teller concurrent 
resolution. The resolution is a prace 
tical reaffirmation of that of Stanley 
Matthews in 1878, and is as follows: 
“That all the bonds of the United 
States issued, or authorized to be iee 
sued, under the said acts of Congress 
hereinbefore recited are payable, prin- 
cipal and interest, at the option of the 


sovernment of the United States, in 
silver dollars of the coinage of the 
United States of 412% grains of stand- 
ard silver, and that to restore to its 


coinage such. silver coins as a legal 
tender in payment of said honds, prin- 
cipal and interest, is not in violation of 
the public right nor in derogation of 
the rights of the public credit.” 

All efforts to amend the _ resolution 
were lost by majorities ranging from 
to 2, Mr. Lodge's gold-stand- 
ard substitute being defeated by 
‘the latter majority. The vote on the 
Lodge amendment was yeas 24 nays 53. 

The events of the day leading up to 
the final vote were full of interest and 
importance. It was a field day forthe 
orators of the Senate, more than twene 
ty-five Senators embracing the oppor- 
tunity to speak upon the subject under 
discussion. The public interest in the 
proceedings was attested by the atten- 
tion in the galleries. which were 
crowded throughout the day, and that 
it was important was evidenced by the 
statements of several of the speakers 
that the discussion the preliminary 
alignment «f the great paoatitical parties 
for the contest of 190!

Stewart sald he believtd-the Secretary 
to be an honest¢man—a man who would 
not rob a bank—but, he said, it was 
difficult for Mr. Gare to Jook at this 
question except from the standpoint of 
a banker. Fe thought it unfortunate 
that the President had placed. the 
Treasury Department in the ss of 
bar hers, but he was glad the Président 
had thrown off the eloak and made 
the issue directly with the people. 

Mr Cannon of Utah followed in sun- 
port of the resolution. He believed that 
the only way in which the parity of 
silver and gold as money could be 
maintained was to accord equal privi- 
leges to both metals at the mints. He 
held that the only other way to main- 
tain the parity was to pile up Interest- 
tearing obligations upon the people. He 
firmly denied that the advocates of free 
coinage were in favor of anything but 
a 1(0-cent dollar. 

“WW. do not believe, however,” said 
Mr. Cannon, “in the deified dollar of 
Giever Cleveland, which is worshiped 
by the present administration.” 

He criticised the President for at- 
tercing banquets of millionaires in 
New York, there perusing his“™menu, 
bound in gold, and then. declaring in 
fover of paying government obliga- 
t:c-ns in gold, in violation of the nation’s 
right to dictate what money they should 
be paid in. Mr. Cannon said that, if 
there were no other reason for his sup- 
of the resolution, he would. vote 
- it to serve notice upon every cred- 
itor of the United States that he should 
live wp te the contract he had entered 
into with the government. 

Mr. Jones of Arkansas began his 
speech in support of the resolution by 
criticising the position taken by Mr. 
Allison of Iowa. He thought the reso- 
lution would squarely align those who 
held the various financial beliefs. He 


said the advocates of the resolution 
proposed to pay the full pound of 
fiesh due, but absolutely not a bit 


more. He read a communication in a 
financial newspaper to the effect that 
there would not be serious oppvwsi- 
tion to the legislation proposed by the 
Monetary Commissioh, by the “recal- 
citrant silver Senators.” 

Mr. Jones gave notice that. the “re- 
calcitrant silver Senators’ would have 
to be reckoned with pretty seriously 
before any such legislation as that pro- 
posed got through the Senate. 

Mr. Jones said he made the broad 
statement that no Democrat, Silver Re- 
publican or Populist had ever de- 
clared in favor of paying government 
Obligations in a depreciated currency. 

“Why,” interrupted Mr. Aldrich, 
Senator's own colleague (Mr. 
Berry) said that if free coinage should 
not produce a rise in the price of silver 
he would be in favor of paying our 
Obligations in that metal.” 

“But he did not say that free coin- 
age would not produce such @ rise,” 
said Mr. Jones. 

' “Oh, that is a mere refinement 
language,” replied Mr. Aldrich, 

“My colleague,” said Mr. Jones, ‘‘is 
able to take care of himself and to de- 
fine his meaning.” 

“Well, I shall take up that master 
when I speak,’ said Mr. Aldrich. 

Mr. Jones, continuing, said that the 
newspapers unfriendly, to the cause of 
silver were saying that bimetallism 
was dead. 

“TI believe,”’ said the Arkansas Sena- 
tor, “that the people’s conviction upon 
this question is more firmly fixed than 
ever before. They are determined to 
restore silver to its status before 1903, 
and we shall do all we can to ac- 
complish that résult. We shall march 
in solid phalanx, with shields locked, 
down to the day of doom,.in our ef- 
forts for the restoration of silver, and 
the Republican cries that the issue of 


of 


silver is dead will fall upon deaf 
ears.”’ 
At the conclusion of Mr. Jones’s 


speech, Mr. Pettigrew introduced the. 
following resolution: 

“That it is contrary to the interest. 
policy and tradition of the people of 
the United States to acquire any ter- 
ritory so situated as to require a navy 
to protect it.” 

The resolution went over. 

The first speech of the day in opposi- 
tion to the Teller resolution was de- 
livered by Mr. Burrows of Michigan. 
He said that the Republican party was 
pledged fo secure, if possible, inter- 
national bimetallism, and the Presi- 
dent would do everything in his power 
to carry out that pledge. Meantime 
the existing gold standard would be 
maintained. Until the international 
agreement should be secured, the 
purpose of the administration was to 
continue the kind of bimetallism we 
have now, whereby 500,000,000 silver 
dollars were maintained at a parity 
with gold. Any proposition that looks 
to the abandonment of this position, 
which was likely to create a disparity 
between the coins of the country, was 
in violation of the public faith, and 
in derogation of the rights of the pub- 
lic ‘creditor. In conclusion, Mr. Pur- 
rows said that the passage of this 
resolution would fortunately accom- 
plish nothing. It might tend to alarm 
the business interests of the country 
and retard to some extent the ad- 
vance of prosperity. but by the state- 
nents ,of the President of the United 

tates Jast nicht, the country was as- 
sured that the government’s obliga- 
tions would be discharged in the best 
money of the world. 

Mr. White of California smoke in 
support of the resolution. and analyzed 
at some length the position of the Re- 
publican party upon finance. He spoke 
of the lack of definitenoss of the Pres- 
{dent’s message on the larger questions. 
The message referred to Secretary 
Gagé’s vlan and invited inspection. 
There was no opnosition expressed to 
that plan and doubtless. said = Mr. 
White. if the President bad mot ap- 
proved the Gage plam he would have

Mr. Morgan of Alabama _ support d 
the resolution in a carefully-prepar:d 
speech, basing his support upon sta‘is- 
tics and deductions and indicating “the 


impossibility of striking’ silver from 
among the money metals.’’ He felt 
that, amid the confusion existing, it 


was clear that the people demamdcd 
the restoration of silver to coinafe and 
he thought that such restoration wou! 
be as the delivery of mankind from 
war, pestilence and famine. 

Mr. Foraker of Ohio thought the res- 
olution’s meaning ought to be made 
clear, it being evident that there was 
@ great diversity of opinionon on that 
point. He did not think the resolution 
was any more than declaratory of the 
law, and that was as far as the dec- 
laration went. He thought the state- 
ment in the resolution that such coin- 
age Was contemplated by it was not in 
derogation of the rights of creditors 
and could only mean the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver. He was, there- 
fore, opposed to the resolutién. 

Mr. Chilton of Texas, in a legal argu- 
ment, advocated the restoration of th 
Standard silver dollars to coinage and 
their use in the payment of the gov- 
ernment’s obligations. He held tnat 
the pretension of the bondholders that 
they were entitled to be paid in bet- 
ter money than the pensioner, the me- 
chanic and the laborer was not war- 
ranted by facts or by law. 

Mr. Nelson of Minnesota stated (that 
his objection to the resolution was that 
it ignored the duty of the government 
to maintain .the parity between the 
metals, as imposed upon it by law. 

Mr. Allison spoke of the -circum- 
Stances attending the passage of the 
Stanley Matthews resolution in 1878. 
To him, it had not meant at that time 
a declaration in favor of the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver. Ocher 
coinage measures were pending at tnat 
time, and when one of these came 
over from the House the Senator from 
Colorado (Mr. Telleer,) voted to strike 
out the provision for the free coinage 
of silver, and voted for the limited 
coinage agreement. Mr. Allison: de- 
clared that when he was being gi))- 
beted on this cross-road of public opin- 
ion for alleged inconsistency he wanted 
it known that the Colorado Senator and 
the Ohio Senator who introduced the 
resolution of 1878 had voted to strike 
out a free-coinage provision. The clear 
purpose of the pending resolution was 
to commit the country to the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver at ‘16 to 1,- 
when it was almost axiomatic. the 
Senator declared, that such a course, 
Without the concurrence of other na 


tions, will lead us inevitably to th» 
silver standard alone and to silver 
monometallism. 


Mr. Gray (Dem.) of Delaware urged 
that the resolution could accomplish 
nothing and was a hollow expression 
so far as affecting the character of 
money in which our bonds were to he 
met. Mr. Gray did not regard that 
Subject as in any way involved in the 
resolution, so that he would vote on 
the question wholly without reference 
to the silver issue brought into debate. 

M. Allen of Nebraska insisted that 
the free coinage of silver would restore 
the parity between gold and silver. 

Mr. Thurston of Nebraska said that 
the legal obligation of the government 
was set forth in its contrects, and there 
is no need now to restate the terms 
of those contracts. He would, he sald, 
£0 far as his power was concerned, fol- 
low his party in its declaration to 
maintain the parity of all the dollars 
of the government. He pointed out 
that since the Republican party came 
into power every dollar paid to labor, 
Whether it was silver or paper or zold, 
was as good as the best dollar ever 
coined. 

Mr. Tillman of South Carolina thought 
that ‘this discussion was a maneuver- 
ing by the great political parties for 
position in the contest that was to be 
fought in 1890. The people, he caid, 
would win in that contest, as they had 
won in every fight they hed ever raade 
for freedom. 

Mr. Hawley said that the last oriei- 
nal Stanley Matthews act had no foree, 
as it was a mere campaign threat and 
did not have about it enough of chemif- 
cal qualities to make a stench. The 
American people would never consent 
to the payment of their debts in any- 
thing but the best money. 

Mr. Aldrich of Rhode Island said it 
had not needed the declaration of Mr. 
Vest to disclose that this issue was 
the opening of the campaign: of 1898. 

“We intended to meet this issue 
squarely,”” declared Mr. Aldrich. ‘We 
are responsible to the great party we 
represent, and beyond that to the 
American people, and we propose, as 
far ms we may, to maintain the nonor 
and the credit of the government.” 

Mr. Aldrich closed just as the ciock 
marked 6, the hour set for voting, and 
the Vice-President promptly announced 
that the voting would proceed. At this 
time the galleries were filled to over- 
flowing, and a large mumber of mem- 
hers of the’ House, including Speaker 
Reed, occupied the area back of the 
Senators. 

The Nelson. amendment was first pre- 
sented, declaring ‘‘that it is the duty 
of the government of the United States, 
under existing laws, to maintain the 
parity of its gold and silver money, so 
that the dollar of one metal shall for 
all monetary purposes always be equal 
in value to the dollar of the other 
meta!.’’ 

Mr. Vest moved to table the amend- 


ment. The yea and nay vote gave the 
first test of the resnective elements, 


resulting 42 to 37 in favor of tabling the 
amendment.

The report says: “If the election laws 
of Alabama had been designed to en- 
courage fraud, they could not have 
been in some respects more happily 
framed to meet that purpose. When it 
is known that the condition for such a 
state of facts exists, it is not strange 
that illiterate voters should remain 
away from the polls, in the hope that 
they would at least not furnish ammu- 
niticn for their opponents. But this 
has made little difference to the Dem- 
ocratic managers of Dallas county. 
They voted the illiterate colored man 
present or absent. The machinery was 
simple and effective. Fortunately it 
has been discovered amd details of its 
operation bared. Fraud is everywhere, 


not lurking, but bold and insolemt. It 
is chiefly of five kinds. 
“1. Fraudulently padded poll tests, 


padded with the names of persons mot 
registered; sometimés of ficiitious per- 
sons, and sometimes of persons who did 
not live in the precinct. 

“2. By padding the poll list with 
names of persons on the registration 
list who did not vote. 

“3. By imposing on illiterate voters. 

“4S. By the old-fashioned method of 
faisely reccrding voies. 

"5. By refusing to hold any election 
at all in certain strong Republican pre- 
cincts.” 

The committee say they have revised 
the vote on the most conservative lines, 
giving Aldrich a _ plurality of 542, 
whereas the election of Plowman was 
claimed by 2967 plurality. 


Free Homestead Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Thoe Free- 
Homestead Bill, giving over twenty 
million acres of public lands as free 
homes for settlers, was ordered favor- 
ably reported to the House today by 
the Public Lands Committee.

LETTER OF A CRANK. 


DEMANDED THE LOAN OF FIVE 
THOUSAND DOLLARS. 


The Pleasant Alternative of Death 
Offered Banker Madill of St. 
Louis, but He Did not Give Up 
Money or Life. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

ST. LOUIS, Jan. 28.—The case of the 
young man who was arrested in an at- 
tempt to hold up President Madill of 
the Union Trust Company last Tues- 
day, to secure $5000 at the point of a 
pistol, is deemed as serious as ever. 

Today the following letter, which was 
handed to Mr. Madill by the man at 
the time of the attempt, was made 
public for the first time: 

“Mr. Madill, I have been employed to 
come here on a most unusual errand, 
which, though very distasteful, is very 
general. To save words, I have tried to 
put the nature of my business in writ- 
ing, which I want you to read from 
beginming to end before making com- 
ments, for the emd may be brighter 
than tne beginning. -I will tell you now 
that I stand ready to blow your brains 
out if you make the slightest outcry, 
so I warn you mot to do SO. 

“Mr. Madill, I have been employed 
to murder you by two people, who, I 
suppose, will be benefited richly by 
your death, for they have offered me 
$5000 to kill you. It was planned to 
kill you at night, but before commit- 
ting such a crime I decided to first 
come here and give you a chance to 
save your life. I am a desperate man, 
desperate for money, amd when I tell 
you that I must have that money to 
save my life you will understand why 
I am willing to commit murder and 
take a chance at the gallows to get it. 

“Mr. Madill, I do not want to kill 
you. I am doing this for momey only, 
and if you want to save your life, there 
is but one method, and that is by ad- 
vancing me $5000. I am not a common 
criminal, Mr. Madill, amd do not wish 
to either kill or rob you, and if you 
pay me this money and promise me not 
to prosecute me TI will promise you upon 
the honor of a man to rep@y every cent 
of it to you. 

“Mr. Madill, I think you understand 
the situation. It is a matter of money 
or death. If you want your life spared, 
say so; if not, say so, and may God be 
with your soul if you say no.” 

The would-be robber, who still re- 
fuses to give his right name, exactly 
duplicated the performance of the mys- 
terious man who robbed President 
Moffatt of the First National Bank 
of Denver, March 29, 1889, of $21,000.

ARGONAUTS ASHORE, 


STEAMER CORONA STRIKES A 
ROCK AND SETTLES. 


Two Hundred and Forty-five Pas- 
sengers Take to the Lifebouts 
and Land in Safety. 


SKEEN RIVER THE SCENE. 
COQUITIMN REPORTED WRECKED 


ON THAT STREAM. 


Carter Hazleton Wanted at Wil- 
liams, Ariz.—Suit Against an Ex- 
Justice—The Harveston Trial. 
Clark Held toe Answer. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


NANAIMO (B. C.,) Jan. 28.—The 
steamer Danube arrived at Departure 
Bay late this evening bringing down 
news of the wreck of the steamer Co- 
rona with 245 passengers aboard. The 
Corona struck a rock near the mouth 
@f the Skeena River and at once com- 
menced to sink. Lifeboawts were low- 


ered, and the passengers were com- 
veyed to the beach of the Skeena 
River. The steamer Al-Ki went to the 
rescue. She is now on her way south 


with the unfortunate gold-seekers. 

The Corona struck the rock Tuesday 
morning, bow on, and _ is now lying 
with stern submerged. It is feared 
that the vesel will prove a total! wreck 
and the whole of her cargo will be lost. 

It is also reported that the Uniom 
Steamship Company’s steamer Coquit- 
lan was wrecked on the Skeena River. 
Particulars of this wreck were not ob- 
tained from the passengers on the Dan- 
ube. 

HER LAST TRIP. 

' [ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Jan. 28.—A spe- 
cial to the Times from Victoria s@ys 
that mews has been received there that 
the steamship Corona, which left Se- 
attle with 245 passengers January 20 
for Southeastern Alaskan ports, had 
been wrecked nearwsLewis™Island, at 
the mouth of the Skééna Kiver. Her 
passengers were all safely landed om 
Kennedy Island. Every pound . of 
freight and baggage is lost. No further 
particulars are given. 

The Corona was a screw propeller, 220 
feet long, 35 feet beam, 9 feet 5 inches 
hald, built im Philadelphia in 1888, and 
has been running on the coast ever 
since. She is well known to Southern 
California, having rum there @etween 
San Francisco and San Diego for some 
years. She was a fifteen-knot boat, 
and was equipped with all modern im- 
provememts. This was to have been 
the, last trip north of the Corona, as 
She was to have been transferred to 
the Southern California division on her 
return. 


CLARK IS SAFE, 


Citizens of St. Helena Have Given 
Up Thought of Lynching. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY RNEPORT.] 
ST. HELENA, Jan. 28.—Murderer 
Clark was brought over from Napa 
this morning for the second day of his 
examination before Justice Hicks. A 
emall crowd had gathered to witness 
his arrival here, but there was no 
demonstration of any animosity. If 
any ever existed against Clark, it has 

apparently disappeared. 

The courtroom was crowded with 
Spectators, enger to gloat over the 
loathsome details of the ease. 

Mrs. Clark, wife of the murdered 
man, Was put on the stand again this 
morning. In response to questions, 
she repeated her story of her illegal 
relations with the murderer, but em- 
phatically denied that she had ever 
edvised the killing of her husband or 
Was in any way accessory to it. 

George Bax, son-in-law to Mrs. 
Clark, was the next witness called. 
He testified to hearing the noise of the 
shot, but gave no direct evidence 
bearing upon the crime. 

Drs. Osborne and McCurdy testified 
as to the nature of the wound,.and 
Marshal Johnson of St. Helena told 
how he was summoned to the scene 
of the murder and of the arrest of 
Clark, was suspected of the crime. 

HELD FOR MURDER.

ST. HELENA, Jan. 28.—Judge Chinn 
then held Clark to answer in the Su- 
perior Court for the murder of his 
brother, dismissing the motion of At- 
tomey Henry Hogan for the defense 
for a dismissal of the aase on the 
ground that the District Attorney had 
mot adduced sufficient proof to hold 
the prisoner. Clark was driven to Napa 
and lodged in the County Jail.

Train-wrecker Worden will not be 
hanged February 11.

the city, and the great jubilee wil) 
be declared over, while the mining ex- 
hibit makes its début. ° 


CARPENTER HELD. ° 


The Stockton Attorney Must Answer 
to the Ogime Charged. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

STOCKTON, Jan. 28.—As a result of 
a most stubbornly contested three-. 
days’ preliminary examination in the 
case of the people against A. H. Car- 
penter, C. L. Flack and E. O. Flack,Jus- 
tice Parker this morning held Carpen- 
ter to appear before the Superior 
Court to answer for the crime charged, 
With bonds fixed at $10,000. The two 
Flacks had been discharged from cus- 
tody, there being no evidence against 
them. 

This morning another preliminary ex- 
amination was begun on substantially 
the same charge sworn to by a man 
named Sapiro, who had an interest. in 
the goods alleged to have been taken 
with Mr. Weinberg, who swore to the 
first complaint. The District Attorney 
consented to withdraw the charge 
against C. L. Flack, the attorney, on 
the second account, but the brother 
will be one of the defendants with Car- 
penter. This examination promises to 
be even more stubbornly contested than 
the other one. The case still excites 
great interest here. 


Northern Railroad Change. 


SEATTLE (Wash.,) Jan. 28.—The 
Post-Intelligencer tomorrow will say 
that information of an unquestioned 
nature has been given limited circula- 
tion that Gen. John H. Brant, presi- 
dent, Charles Powers, secretary and 
treasurer, and M. Spatton, chairman 
of the board of directors of the Seattle 
and International, have resigned and 
that on February 1 the Seattle and In- 
ternational will pass into the operation 
of the Northern Pacific. A new board 
of directors has been elected, of which 
President Mellen of the Northern Pa- 
cific was made chairman. 


Insurance Commissioner Restrained 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 28.—Insur- 
ance Commissioner Andrew J. Clunie 
has heen enjoined by United States 
Circuit Judge W. W. Morrow from 
carrying out his threat to cancel the 
licenses of the foreign insurance com- 
panies doing business in this city. The 
Insurance Commissioner is determined 
to force these corporations to pay what 
he insists is their just burden of State 
and municipal taxation. The compan- 
ies asked for an injunction, and Judge 
Morrow granted a restraining order, 
which is returnable on February 7. 


The Heathen Chinee. 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 28.—War may 
break out between the Suey On Tongs 
and the Fong Duck Tongs, highbinder 
gangs, at any moment. About a week 
ago a Fong Duck man who had de- 
serted and joined the Suey Ons was 
murdered. Since then Suey On fight- 
ing men have,been arriving in this city 
from San Francisco and Marysville 
and have been taken to adjacent 
ranches. The police believe the gang 
merely await a signal to enter the city 
and wage war with the Fong Ducks. 


Will Advertise the State. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 28.—It is 
probable that California will be Well 
represented at the Transmississippi In- 
ternational Exposition, which will ppen 
at Omaha in June. It is now pro- 
posed by those interested in the matter 
to send to Omaha all of the best éea- 
tures of the mining fair that opens 
here on Saturday, and in addition to 
make a complete display of the State's 
cereals, fruits and wines. 


To Cansider Impounding Barriers. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 28.—The 
California Miners’ Association, after 
considering communications received 
by the association from Brig.-Gen. 
John M. Wilson and Lieut.-Col. Mac- 
kenzie of the Corps of Engineers rela- 
tive to the construction of impound- 
ing barriers in California, referred the 
matter to a subcommittee, consisting 
of J. F. Cowdry, A. H. Tenbroeck and 
George C. Sargent. 


Naval Battalion Flagship. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 28.—The 
U.S.S. Marion will, on Sunday or 
Monday, become the flagship of the 
naval battalion of this port. Her 
installation will be attended with fit- 
ting ceremony, and Gov. Budd, tn the 
name of the people of California, will 
accept the pretty ship from a paternal 
government. 


Established an Alibi, 


SANTA CRUZ, Jan. 28.—Frank Har- 
rington, who was arrested yesterday on 
suspicion of being one of the Ukiah 
stagze-robbers, has established what 
seems ‘to be a complete alibi. B. 
Freelson of Alexander Valley stated 
today that Harrington was working for 
him in his winery at the time of the 
robbery. 


Vice-President Entertains, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Vice-Pres- 
ident and Mrs. Hobart this evening en- 
tertained the President and Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley at one of the most brilliant re- 
ceptions of the official season. The | 
decorations were elaborate. Among the 
guests were the whole.of the Diplo- 
matic Corps.’ 


More Hops to Be Planted, 


SANTA ROSA, Jan. 28.—The high 
price of hops last season has greatly 
encouraged the hop-growers in Sonoma 
county, and there will be considerable 
increase in the acreage this season.

$1750 in -rills which he said was the 
money given him by Boyce for Otis. 
It was just as given to him. Asked 
what he proposed to do with it, he 
said if Boyce did not call for it, he 
would use some of Tt in proSecuting 
libel suits he had instituted as the re- 
sult of the calumny heaped upon him 
because of his connection with the 
case. He said he had never heard of 
Boyce before this transaction, and had 
not seen him since he gave him the 
money in Cincinnati on Sunday even- 
ing, January 9. . 

He showed a card that. Boyce gave 
him, on which No. 36 Wall street, New 
York, room 501, was given as Boyce's 
address, but he had investigated and 
found that the latter was not known 
there. He had also found that Boyce 
had led a very adventurous life, and 
had fled to Canada on several occa- 
sions when it was not safe for him in 
the States. 

Representative Otis gave the follow- 
ing description of the personal appear- 
ance of Boyce in his testimony: “He 
was about 5 feet 11 imches in height, 
sandy moustache, sandy hair, about 55 
years old; hair thin and combed over 
the sides of his forehead, and dignified 
appearance; weighed about 150 pounds, 
and was well-proportioned. He wore a 
Prince Albert coat, a silk hat, glasses 
only when he read.” 

Witness said he remarked a scar 
very noticeable under one eye. Wit- 
ness thought it was the left eye. He 
asked Boyce how he got it. Boyce said 
he was hit by a piece of shell in the 
civil war. He said he got the title of 
‘general’ there amd told in what regi- 
ment he had served. 

The committee adjourned until 4 p.m. 
Monday, when Col. Campbell will be 
further examined. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


Representative Otis Says He Was 
Promised Money or Office. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
COLUMBUS (0.,) Jan. 28.—Represen- 
tative John C. Otis of Cincimnati today 
testified that he met H. H. Boyce of 
New York in room 226 of the Gibson 
House, Cincinnati, and was promised 
an office by appointment of Presidemt 
McKinley, or that it would be made 
extraordinarily profitable for him if he 
would vote for Hanna for United States 
Senator. Representative Otis says he 
referred Boyce to his attorney, Mr. 
Campbell of Cimcinnati. ss 
Boyce subsequently met Mr. Camp- 
bell. Campbell showed him (Otis) $1000 
which he said he got from Boyce. Ac- 
cording to Representative Otis, Mr. 
Campbell received $750 more, and was 
promised the remainder in Colum- 
bus. Campbell told Mr. Otis _ this 
money was received, or to be received, 
to be given to him to vote for Hanna. 
Wien Mr. Campbell took the stamd 
he produced $1750, which he said he 
received from Boyce to be given to Mr. 
Otis if he voted for Hanna. 
REPRBSENTATIVE OTIS’S STORY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


COLUMBUS (0.,) Jan. 28.—Represen- 
tative Otis testified he had met Henry 
Harrison Boyce in Cincinnati first on 
the evening of January 7 last. About 
11 o’clock on the morning of that day, 
Friday, he received a tlong-distance 
telephone message from a man at the 
Southern Hotel in Columbus, who said 
he was Gen. Boyce; that he had come 
on from New York and wished to see 
him on important business. Mr. Otis 
told him that he would come to see 
him. Between 5 and 6 c’clock Otis 
went to the Gibson House and to 
Boyce’s room, No. 226. [ic met Boyce, 
and the latter said to him that, though 
he was a stranger to Otis, he wished 
to see him on very important business; 
that he represented J. Pierpont Morgan 
of New York: that Mr. Morgan had 
great interests in Ohio which he de- 
sired to have looked after, and that 
he was also a friend of C. C. Shane of 
New York. 

During the conversation the Sena- 
torial matter was touched upon, and 
Boyce asked as to Hanna’s chances, to 
which Otis replied that he did not 
think them very good. Kovce said that 
night or the following’ night Mr. Shane 
was to have an interview 
dent McKinley; that both the Presi- 
dent and Mr. Shane were interested 
in the Qhio situation, especially the 
former. Personally, Boyce said-he did 
not care who was elected. After tell- 
ing Mr. Otis a number of other stories 
after the same fashion, they separated 
with an understanding that another 
meeting would be held the following 
afternoon, Saturday, at 1 o'clock. Then 
it was that Mr. Otis decided he needed 
a lawyer, and went to see Campbeil. 
A meeting took place the next after- 
noon. at the Gibson House. The con- 
versation was largely along the same 
line as at the preceding meeting. 
Finally Boyce and Campbell were in- 
troduced, and most of the business 
after that was transacted between 
them. 

On cross-examinaion by Senator Gar- 
field, Mr. Otis said that nothing was 
seid about Dick or Hollenbeck, or 
Daugherty of Maj. Rathbone, and that 
Boyce did not proclaim that he came 
as the agent of Senator Hanna, or that 
Senator Hanna had any connection 
with the matter. 

Campbell's testimony was largely @ 
repetition of that given by Mr. Otis. 
He said that Boyce and Otis came to 
his room, and that during the conversa- 
tion Boyce said he had a strong and 
loving regard for the President, and 
-talked so strongly about this that 
finally Campbell began to think that he 
was over-stating himself. Otis finally 
left the room, and Campbell then asked 
Boyce directly what he wanted. Boyce 
finaly said he had come to help Hanna 
in his election. Campbell said to him: 
“Did you not come from the Presi- 
dent?’ to which Boyce replied that he 
had, but in this statement Campbell 
declared he took no belief. 

Boyce at last said he would pay Otis 
$2500 for his vote, and admitted that 
that was the proposition he had come 
to make. Campbell said he did not 
think Otis would accept any proposi- 
tion. This interview with Boyce was 
on Saturday night. On Sunday Camp- 
bell went to the Gibson House, and 
had another conversation with Boyce. 
Campbell told Boyce that Otis would 
not listen to the proposition made, and 
he did not know what proposition he 
would listen to. 

Boyce replied that the amount of- 
fered was a munificent one, as Hanna 
already had seventy-four votes with- 
out Droste or Lane. Campbell replied: 
‘Then you are doing this out of: the 
goodness of your heart, as seventy-four 
votes are enough to elect a Senator 
in Ohio.’ 

Boyce replied yes, but that he wanted 
to show what he could do, and besides 
there might be a slip and he wanted to 
get the vote of Otis, Drese and Lane. 
Boyce further said that he wanted 
Campbell for his attorney to win men 
over, and would give him $1000. Camp- 
bell replied that he had no objection 
to getting $1000, but he did not think 
he could accept the proposition. Finally 
Boyce pulled out a large envelope and 
counted out what he said was $1000, and 
passed it over and said: “Here is 
.$1000.""W Campbell_replied:. 
is only $800.”’ 

Boyce apologized, and handed over 
$200 more. Campbell then put this into 
his pocket... Later he saw Boyce again 
and told him that he thought $2500, the 
amount offered, was beneath the dig- 
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nity of a Representative, and that he 
ought to have $10,000. Boyce replied 
that this was all nonsense; that he had 
already secured four votes at an aver- 
age of $1500 each, and another for $600. 
Boyce then said he would give $3500; 
$1750 at that time, and $1750 the next 
day upon arrival at. Columbus. 
Campbell said to Boyce. ‘““What doyou 
want Otis to do if your proposition is 
accepted?”’ Boyce replied that he wanted 
him to write -a letter to the Presi- 
dent “to the effect ‘that he wotild vote 
for Hanna. Boyce then wrote a tele- 
gram directed to.President McKinley, 
reading: “For the best interests of 
Ohia and the Republican party, [I will 
cast my vote for M. A. Hanna for Sen- 
tor for the short and long terms.” This 
telegram Campbell was to submit to 
Otis, and if tthe latter accepted the 
proposition he was to sign it and the 
telegram was to be returned to Boyce, 
who was to forward it to the President. 
Campbell carried the telegram away 
with him and showed it to Jared Bliss, 
who votunteered to conerthe telegram 
and sign Otis’s name to it, which was 
done. At the next meeting the tele- 
gram, or rather a copy of iL, was shown 
to Boyce and he was told that Otis 
had finally consented, and that ‘there 
was the ittelegram. Campbell said to 
Boyce: “You will now pay $1750 and 
$1750 when you reach Columbus,” 
whereupon Boyce counted out $750 more, 
Campbell said: “This does not make 
$1750."" Boyce replied: “You have al- 
ready got $1000, and this makes the 
$1750. Campbell replied: “I thought 
the $1000 was for my fee?” Boyce re- 
plied that he could not give more at 
that time, as he could not let it cost 
more than $2500 at that time,+although 
Otis was to get $6500 more when Hanna 
was elected. 
Campbell then demanded a receipt, 
which Boyce did not care to give, al- 
though a receipt was finally written for 
the $1750 already paid and the addi- 
tional $1750 that was to be paid on 
reaching Columbus. Campbell said he 
would take the $750 and the receipt and 


show it to Otis, to which joyce 
agreed. 
The plan was that Campbell and 


Boyce and Otis were to meet the next 
morning at 9 o’clock and come to Co- 
lumbus. Boyce did not show up, and 
on a later train than had at first been 
intended, Campbell came to Columbus 
with Mr. Otis. The witness here, in 
response to a request, produced the 
$1750 that he claimed Boyce had @#aid 
to him. He said that if Boyee would 
return to Hamilton county he VW-ould 
give him back the money. although he 
might use part of it, if Boyce did not 
return, in paying the expenses of the 
law suit he had started against a 
paper. 


GOING TO CHINA.

LONDON, Jan. 28.—It is announced 
in a special dispatch from Shanghai, re- 
ceived today, that four German sailors 
have been murdered by the Chinese. 

ASSASSINATION OF SCHULTZ., 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

SHANGHAI, Jan. 28.—A_ dispatch 
from Chee-Foo to the Mercury of 
Shanghai gives details of the assassina- 
tion of a German sailor named Schultz, 
belonging to the cruiser Kaiser, first an- 
nounced in a dispatch to th® s.ssociated 
Press from Berlin on January 26, while 
on outpost duty at Tsimo, the extreme 
German post in Kiaochau Bay. The 
crime, which was committed by the 
Chinese rabble on Monday night bast, 
was not discovered until three men of 
the corporal’s guard were making the 
rounds in order to relieve the sentries. 
Then Schultz was discovered, his head 
having been severed from his body. 
The relieving guard was directly after- 
ward attacked by a hundred natives, 
and, after a stubborn. fight, it is re- 
ported that all the sailors were killed, 
Twelve natives were killed during the 
fighting. 

It is added that, in consequence of 
the outrage, the greatest excitement 
prevails at Kiaochau, and it is believed 
the incident will form the basis of fur- 
ther German demands upon China.

SMALL SEEDLESS MUSCATELS NOW 
SELLING AT NEW YORK. 


» 


High Prices on Currants Have Led 
Mince-meat Manufacturers to 
Adopt the Western Dried Grape 
as a Substitute. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 28.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Journal of Commerce 
says: \ 

“Comparatively high cost of currants 
has turned the attention of large con- 
sumers to the California seedless Mus- 
catel raisins, which up to the past 
few days, have been dull and neglected. 
In view of the strong position of cur- 
rants, a speculative interest in the 
seedless Muscatel raisins has been de- 
veloped with the result that stocks 
available here have been closely ab- 
sorbed through purchases of some fif- 
teen hundred boxes on private terms, 
supposed to be 3 to 5% cents, or possi- 
bly a shade lower. 

In some instances the incentive of 
this movement was the increasing in- 
quiry from mince-meat manufacturers, 
to whom the present quotations on 
currants ara held to be somewhat pro- 
hibitive, and who turn to the small 
California seedless raisins as a sub- 
stitute. 


SAFE BATTERING GROUND. 


Cities Have No Jurisdiction in a 
Government Building. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

ST. LOUIS, Jan. 28.—Armstead Rob- 
inson, the colored porter in the office of 
Internal Revenue Collector McCreary, 
has established a precedent in the mat- 
ter of State and Federal jurisdiction. A 
week or so ago Robinson resented a 
remark made by Robert Christian, a 
janitor in the Federal building, by as- 
sauiting and battering him. He was 
arrested on a warrant from the Four 
Courts, charging assault and battery. 
In Judge «Murphy's court a plea in 
abatement was entered by Robinson’s 
lawyer, on the ground that the Fed- 
eral building was a United States res- 
ervation and the State had no jurisdic- 
tion over offenses committed. inside 
the building. The plea was sustained 
by Judge Murphy, who said that the 
statute of 1872 gives the United States 
government supreme jurisdiction over 
such terrtory. Ths relieves Robinson of 
all fear of prosecution, as the Federal 
statutes provides for the punishment of 
murder only when committed on gov- 

ernment property.

President Dole Discountenances a 
Congressional Courtesy.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—There has 
been talk among members in beth

he urgently asked that all such form 
amd ceremony be abandoned.

tlers is one that is absolutely eschewed 
in polite society there, and the reason 
for all this is plainly apparent when it 
is remembered that the place was first 
colonized by convicts. A hundred years 
or ago a committment to Botany 
tay was considered the most seyvcore 
form of punishment that could be m-ted 
out to a prisoner, far it practica 
meant perpetual banishment, owing 
the fact that but few ever found 
opportunity to return. Asa rule, wi: 
their ‘terms expired or they were lil: 
ated on ticket-of-leave, the exiles went 
to sheep farming: or raising grain on 
the wide fields surrounding the penal 
settlements and in that way ‘the nu- 
cleus was formed for the enterprising 
and progressive colony that flourishes 
in the South Seas today. 

Somehow or other in the social eircle

that has been created in California

of people California needed in those 
days—men who would take off their 
coats and earn their gbread by 1e 
sweat of their brow, women wh 
were not too proud nd a helping 
hand to their hush; and familics 
in adding to the hold revenue. 


Instead of being ‘he 
ridicule for having®fought with for- 
tune in such a way, the memory of 
these early deeds’ should be held in 
reverence and honor, for they were 
prompted by ‘that same true Ameri- 
can spirit with which the hard: work- 
ing Pilgrim Fathers founded the na- 
tion. Society is shallow, indeed, when 
it- seeks to.make capital for. ftself—by 
methods such as these attacks upon the 
first generations of California manhood 
and womanhood, for they partake too 
much of the sting of the adder'ito which

THE PARITY OF OUR CURRENCY. 

Notwithstanding the adoption of the 

Teller resolution by the Senate—which 
was a foregone conclusion from the 
outset—the action taken will have but 
little disturbing effect upon the finan- 
cial and industrial interests of the 
country at large. It will not destroy 
the parity of our silver and paper cur- 
rency with gold, and while it may 
somewhat impair confidence, it is 
powerless to do immediate and serious 
harm. 
,The comparative harmlessness of 
the Teller resolution lies in the fact 
that it will be virtually inoperative. 
It cannot pass the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and will remain quiescent 
as a mere exploitation of the peculiar 
views held by the silver extremists 
of the Senate. The declared policy cf 
the government, to maintain our paper 
and silver currency at a parity, or ex- 
changeable value with gold, will he 
adhered to in the future as it has 
been in the past. The brave and 
Sstatesmanlike words of the President, 
at the banquet of the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers in New York 
on Thursday evening, furnish renewed 
assurances—though such assurances 
were not needed—that the national 
honor and credit will be sustained, 
and the integrity of the currency pre- 
served, while William McKinley oc- 
cupies the office of President of the 
United States. 

The declared policy of the govern- 
ment to maintain the parity, and its 
ability to carry out that policy, con- 
stitute the one strong barrier between 
financial stability and financial disas- 
ter. Fortunately for the government 
and its seventy millions of people, the 
advocates of policies which are tanta- 
mount to repudiation and _ dishonor 
have not yet gained the ascendency in 
the conduct of national affairs. They 
may prevent the enactment of benef- 
icent measures designed to strengthen 
our monetary system, but they cannot 
enact into law their impracticable 
and dangerous theories of finance. 

In the debate on the Teller resol - 
tion yesterday, Senator Burrows of 
Michigan stated the Republican posi- 
tion on the currency question with 
clearness and foree. He declared that 
the Republican party was pledged to 
secure an international agreement ss 
to the status of silver, if possible, and 
that the President would do every- 
thing in his power toward the fulfil)- 
ment of that pledge. In the mean 
time, the existing gold standard wil] 
be maintained, and the practical form 
of bimetallism which we now have 
will be continued. Upon this ground 
the Republican party and the adminis- 
tration will stand firmly, and wil! not 
be moved by the threats or the Ca- 
jolery of their political opponents 
whom the so-called “Silver 
licans” of the Stewart and 
stripe are the most virulent. 

Silverites, who use the word “hie 
metallism” with so much glibness ang 
promiscuity, have no just conception 
of.its true meaning. In its broad 
and legitimate signification. bimetal- 
Jism means the concurrent use of both 
gold and silver as money, upon a 
ratio fixed by law. We haye this 
comcurrent use of both those metals 
under our present financial syster. 
Notwithstanding the heavy depreci- 
ation of silver bullion, the United 
States is today using more of that 
metal for money purposes than’ ever 
before, and every dollar of silver in 
use is as good as a dollar in gold, for 
debt-paying purposes. The silver dol-

Under our present policy, over $00".- 
000,000 in silver are kept at a parity 
with gold. This is an amount abort 
equal to the total volume of our gold 
coinage. The maintenance, of this 
vast volume of silver at an exchance- 
able value more than 100 per cent 
above its commercial or bullion value, 
is a conspicuaus example of success- 
ful and practical bimetallism, which 
the advocates of silver monometallism 
conveniently and _ persistently over- 
look. But it is a fact of vital signifi- 
cance, nevertheless, and to ignore it 
is not to lessen its importance. 

The existing system, fmperfect as it 
is, has certain sterling merits which 
are so obvious as to need no defense. 
One of these merits is the successful 
maintenance of the parity, and upon 
this rests the security of the entire 
system. 


A STEAL THAT FAILED. 

The voters and taxpayers of Los 
Angeles have reasons to congratulate 
themselves on their recent action § in 
refusing to authorize the issuing of 
bonds to raise money for the use of 


the Board of Education. Had the 
bends been voted and. issued, - city 
would have been robbed mercilessly 


by the banditti. Their plans were 
laid for a scheme of plunder that 
would have enriched the banditti and 
a few of their accomplices outside the 
board. They had secured options on 
lots all over the city, using persons 
outside the board as catspaws, and 
intended to sell those lots to the city 
at a profit of 100 per cent. and more. 
It is safe to estimate that a third of 
the total amount of the bonds would 
have found its way into the pockets 
of the gang. In the erection of school 
buildings, also, there would have

Canada’s New Mining Regulations. 
Brokers Loaded With Worthless 
Certificates—Another Line 
to Dawson. 


[hy DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
NEW YORK, Jan. 28.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Within @ short time there 


| will be a direct steamship line between 


this city and the Yukon, and adven- 
turous ones who seek the riches of the 
Klondike may embark from North 
River pier amd never touch foot to land 
until they wéeach El Dorado. Four 
steamships are being fitted for this 
service by the new Empire Transporta- 
tion Company, which has just been in- 
corporated at Trenton. They are the 
Ohio, Illinois, Indiana and Pennsylva- 
nia, amd the International Navigation 
Company is under contract to sell them 
to the new Trenton cowmpamy. 

The Ohio is now loading at Philadel- 
phia for her maiden voyage to Alaska, 
and as soon as possible she will start 
for the gold fields, and the other three 
vessels of the line will prepare to fol- 
low. 

The vessels are old, but highly ser- 
viceable, registering 3000 tons each and 
having @ length of 350 feet. As they 
have been taken fro~mthe American 
line’s Philadelphia-Antwerp service, the 
line will transfer four of its New York- 
Antwerp steamships to replace them in 
the Philadelphia service. 


CANADA’S MINING REGULATIONS, 


The Latest List of Requirements 
That the Government Will Enact. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

OTTAWA (Ont.,) Jan. 28.—After 
careful consideration and with the ad- 
vice of William Ogilvie, the Canadian 
authority on the. Yukon country, the 
Department of the Interior has decided 
upaor the legal conditions that are to 
govern placer mining in the Yukon. 
The regulations in sbustance are as 
follows: 

“*Free miner’ shall mean a male or 
female over the age of 18, but not 
under that age, or joint stock company, 
named in, and lawfully possessed of, 
valid existing free-miner’s certificates 
and no other. 

“A free-miner’s certificate shall not 
be transferable. This certificate may 
be granted for one year, to run from 
the date thereof, or from the expira- 
tion of. the applicant’s then existing 
certificate, upon the payment thereof 
of the sum of $10, unless the certificate 
is to be issued in favor of a joint stock 
company, in which case the fee shall 
be $50; for a company having a nom- 
inal capital exceeding $160,000, the fee 
shall be $100. Only one person or joint 
stock company shall be named.in a 
certificate. This certificate shall also 
grant the holder the privilege of fishing 
and shooting, subject to provisions of 
law; the privilege of cutting timber 
for actual necessities, for building 
houses, boats and for general mining 
operations, for the exclusive use of the 
miner ‘himself, but such permission 
shall not extend to timber that may 
have been granted to other persons or 
corporations. 

“Certificates may be obtained by ap- 
Plicants in person at the Department 
of the Interior, Ottawa, or from the 
agents of the Dominion lands at» Win- 
nipeg, Man.; Calgary, Edmonton, 
Prince Albert, in the Northwest Terri- 
tory; Kamloops and New Westminis- 
ter, B.. C.; and at Dawson, in the 
Yukon district, also from the agents 
of the government at Vancouver and 
Victoria, B. C. 

“No person or joint stock company 
will be recognized as having any right 
or interest in or to any claim unless 
he or it-and every person in his or its 
employment shall have a free-miner’s 
certificate unexpired. And, on the ex- 
piration ‘of a free-miner’s certificate, 
the owner thereof shall absolutély- for- 


have just received the Midwinter Num- [feit all of his rights and interest unless 


he ghall,.on or before the day following 
the expiration of such certificate, ob- 
tain a new free-miner’s certificate. 
Nevertheless,, should any codwner fail 
to keep up his free-miner’s certificate, 
such failure shall not cause a forfeiture 
or act as an abandonment of the claim; 
but the interest of such coéwners, pro 
rata, according to their former inter- 
ests; provided, nevertheless, ‘that a 
shareholder in‘a joint stock company 
need not be a free miner. 

“Every free miner shall, during the 
continuance of his certificate, have the 
right to enter, locate, prospect ‘and 
mine for gold and other minerals upon 
any lands in the Yukon district, 
whether-vested in the crown or other- 
wise, except-upon government reserva- 
tions and lawfully occupied; a creek, 
gulch, river or hill claim shall not ex- 
ceed 250 feet in length;-in the general 
direction of the stream or ravine on 
which it fronts and shall not be more 
than 1000 feet in width. Every alter- 
nate ten claims shall be reserved for. 
the government of Canada. That is to 
say, when a claim is located, the dis- 
coverer’s claim and nine additional 
claims adjoining each- other and num- 
bered consecutively will be open for 
registration. Then the next ten claims 
of 250 feet each, will be -reserved for 
the government, and so on. The pen- 
alty for trespassing upon a claim re- 
served for the crown shall beimmediate 
cancellation of an entry or entries that 
the persons trespassing may have ob- 
tained, 
purchase, for a mining claim, and the 
refusal of the acceptance of any ap- 
plication that the person trespassing 
may at any time make for a claim. 

“If any free miner or party of free 
miners shall discover a new mine, ind 
such discovery shall be established to 
the satisfaction of the mining recorder, 
creek, river or hill claims of the follow- 
ing size shall be allowed: To one dis- 
coverer, one claim 500 feet in length; 
to a party of two discoverers, two 
claims, amounting togethemto 1000 feet 
in length; to each member of a party 
beyond two in number a claim of the 
ordinary size only. 

“A claim shall he recorded with the 
mining recorder in whose district it 
is situated within ten days after the 
location thereof. Entry shall not ‘be 
granted for a claim that has not been 
staked by the°’applicant in person in 
the manner specified in these regula- 
tions. An entry fee of $15 shall be 
charged the first year, and an annual 
fee of $15 for each of the following 
years. A royalty of 10 per cent. on 
the gold mined shall be levied and col- 
lected on the gross output of each 
claim. The'sum of $2500 shall be de- 
ducted from the gross annual output 
of a claim when estimating the amount 
upon which royalty is to be calculated, 
but this exception shall not be allowed 
unless the royalty shall be paid at:a 
banking office or to the gold commis- 
sioner or mining recorder.”’

“The lessees shall be given the ex- 
clusive right to sub-aqueous mining 
and dredging for all minerals, with the 
exception of coal, in and along an un- 
broken extent of five miles of a river. 
No more than six such leases will be 
issued in favor of an individual or 
company, so that the maximum extent 
of river in and along which any in- 
dividual or company shall be given 
the exciusive right above mentioned 
shali under no circumstances exceed 
thirty miles. The lease shall be.for a 
term of twenty years, rengwable in the 
discretion of the Minister of the In- 
terior. The lessee shall have at least 
one dredge in operation upom the five 
miles of river leased to him within 
two seasons of the date of his lease, 
and if, during one season when oper- 
ations can be carried on, he shall fail 
to work the same efficiently to the 


, Satisfaction of the Minister of the In- 


terior, the lease shall become null and 
void unless the Minister of the Inter- 
ior shall otherwise decide. Provided, 
that when any company or individual 
shall have obtaiged more than one 
lease, one dredge for each fifteen miles 
or portion thereof shall he held to be 
compliance with this regulation. 

“The lessee shall pay a rental of 
$100 per annum for each mile of river 
so leased to him. The lessee shall 
also pay to the crown a royalty of 10 
per cent. on the output in excess of 
$15,000.”’

REGULAR LINE TO DAWSON. 


Trip to the Klondike Will Soon Be 
an Holiday Excursion. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Jan. 28.—Edward J. 
Rosenfeld has left New York for Port- 
land, Or., to take charge of a midwin- 
He 
expects to get into Dawson City before 
March 15 with a supply of provisions 
large enough to relieve any existing 

distress. 

His plan is to go from Portland 
Alaska, landing at Haines 
Pyramid Harbor, about eighty-six 
miles inland from Juneau.- He will 
then go over the Chilcoot Pass and 
Dalton trail to Fort Selkirk and up the 
Yukon River to Dawson. He is the 
general manager of the Snow and Ice 
Transportation Company, which pro- 
poses to establish a permanent line 
from Dawson to the ocean for express, 
freight and passenger traffic. 

Mr. Rosenfeld has a contract with 
Acting Secretary of War Meikeljohn 
for the transportation of the govern- 
ment relief expedition to Klondike. 
He will take with him fifty soldiers 
under the command of Capt. B. 
Brainard, who was an officer in the 
Greely expedition. The government 
will send 150 tons of provisions, agree- 
ing to pay Mr. Rosenfeld $500 a ton 
from Lynn Canal. 

“We will use snow traction engines,”

said Mr. Rosenfeld. ‘We have six of 
these engines, each with 300-horse 
power. Five will be called upon to 


pull seven cars each, while the other 
one will be light for the purpose of 
breaking the road. In addition to the 
government troops and supplies we will 
carry 200 passengers, with about one 
hundred tone of miscellaneous freight 
belonging to them and 00 tons of our 
own for our trading store... We will 
take half a dozen Indian guides, who 
are thoroughly familiar with the coun- 
try, and several couriers with dogs to 
send back with reports of the expedi- 
tion. We will take no women.’

CHICAGO, Jan. 28.—The western 
roads continued their meeting today for 
the purpose of considering the arrange- 
ments to be made regarding the sale 
of Klondike tickets. Nothing burt 
routine matters in rejation to the 
sale of tickets was considered today. 
"The roads were informed the 
Canadian Pacific would meet with 
them on Thursday of next week, and 
the matter of differentials will then 
be taken up. The western roads are 
very anxious to restore and maintain 
passenger rates, and it was announced 
at the meeting today that they would 
make every effort to come to an 
agreement with the Canadian Pacifie.

ABANDONED CHILDREN SLEEP IN A 
HENHOUSE. 


Two Bright Children, Deserted on 
the Street by Their Father, Seek 
Shelter Among the Feathera 
Bipeds—A Heneiless Parent. 


Tessie Bouwtwell, 10° years of age, 
and her little brother George, 8 
vears, slept in a henhovse in 
the lonely suburb of Ros>lale 
day night, because they had no other 
shelter, and had been left alone to the 
cold mercies of the world by an un- 
natural father. 

The little outcasts ire the bricht little 
children of George Henry Bovtwell, an 
alleged veterinary surgeon, who on div- 
ers occasions is said to have cruelly 
abandoned his offspring. He is said to 
have deserted his family in Santa Mon- 
ica and Los Angeles on no less than 
‘three different occasions. 

Five years ago he disappeared from 
Los Angeles, leaving his three mothere- 
less children to shift for themselves. 
The eldest, Ruth, then only 12 years old, 
managed to get a place where she 
could earn her own living, and about a 
year ago married a young man named 
Bandini, and is now herself the mother 
of a youns >aby. Her little sister Tes- 
sie and brother George were placed in 
the Los Angeles Orphans’ Home, where 
they were well cared for until some 
months ago, when Boutwell returned 
and cook under his own pre rection. 

When Boutwell returned after his 
‘ong absence he made a great flourisa 
and informed his old acquaintances 
that he had discovered a sure cure 
for Texas fever and was now on the 
high-road to wealth. He said he had 
reirnarried in Kansas City and had re 
turned to Los Angeles for the express 
purpose of reclaiming his dear children 
Boutwell spun romantic story about 
his adventures d~ newly acquired 
wealth, and succeeded in getting his 
naime into some of the city papers, as 
a great public benefactor. 

It was not long,. however, before 
Boutwell again abandoned his chil- 
dren, and they were once more sent 10 
the Orphans’ Home. A short time ago 
he again put in his appearance an@ 
onre more took his children out of the 
asylum. This time he tried to palm 
them off on his married daughter, 
whose husband, a mere boy of 20 years, 
is only a laborer and has as much as 
he can dotosupport his wife and child. 
They live with his mother at Rosedale, 
Mrs. Bandini could not keep the chi® 
dren, so Boutwell ‘took them away 
again, and Thursday once more abhan- 
doned them on thé street, telling them 
to find their way back to their sister’s 
house. 

After wandering about aimlessly till 
they were hungry and tired, the little 
Waifs turned up at'‘the Police Station 
Thursday night and asked to be sent to 
their sister’s home in Rosedale. Some 
of the officers, touched by their story, 
gave them ‘the requisite street-car fare 
and placed them aboard a Washington- 
street ‘car. It was about 10 o'clock when 
they reached Rosedale, and proceeded 
alone and through the dark to their 
sister’s home. The family had retired 
and there were no lights in the house, 
They were too timid to knock because 
their sister had said she did not have 
room for them. The night was cold and 
damp, and they were scantily clad, but 
Shelter for them there was none, s0 
it at first appeared. 

Like the babes. in the wood, 
would have lain down on the 
to shiver under the cold stars, but a 
bright idea struck one of the little 
ones and was heartily seconded by Ure 
other.

MRS. RANSOM’S SLAYER. 


ARTHUR TO BE BROUGHT TO A 
SPEEDY TRIAL. 


The Murderer Held to Anavwer for 
His Crime Without Bail—He 


Maintains His Stolid Camposure, | 


Unmoved by Remorse. 


With as little delay as possible the 
machinery of the law has been set in 
notion 10 bring Charles 4. Arthur t» 
justice for the cold-blooded murder of 


The prisoner was arraigned before 
Justice Morrison at 10 o'clock vester- 
day morning to hear the readine of 
the complaint, charging him with the 
crime of murder. His preliminary ex- 
amination was set for 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon, at which time he was held 
to answer, without baii and remanded 
to the custody of the Sheriff. 

Depufy Dist.-Atty. Willis drew up 
the complaint on which the murderer 
will be tried. He was present when 
the prisoner was arraigned and geiso 
the preliminary examina- 

on. 

At the time of arraignment Arthur 
looked even less concerned, if vos- 
sible, than on the previous afternoon 
at the inquest. Twenty-four hours of 
enforced temperance had improved his 
Vhysical condition. For the firsi time 
in a week he was sober, but the 
trembling of his hands indicate! that 
his nerves were gtill sadly racked from 
the effects of his protracted debauch. 

The prisoner kept on his hat when 
brought into court and puffed away at 
a short pipe. He spoke in a calm yoi-e 
When asked as to his name, and stood 
patiently at the bar while listening to 
the reading. of the complaint. ) 

When Justice Morrison had finished 
reading, Arthur said he thought he 
ougint to have a lawyer. When in- 
formed that the court could not. fur- 
nish him with counsel for the prelimi- 
nary hearing, he said he supposed he 
ought to have somebody, he did not 
care much whom, but added after a 
pause that he believed he’ would pre- 
fer Henry T. Gage. As for the time of 
examination, one time was as gcod as 
another, so far as he was concerned. 

After Justice Morrison had set the 
hour for the preliminary’ hearing. 
Arthur again. addressed the court and 
complained that he could not get any 
tobacco in the City Jail. He had bor- 
rowed one pipeful, he said, and wanted 
some more. “I think I have some 
rights here,” he continued, “and I want 
you to let an officer take me to my 
lodging-house for my valise, containing 
clean underwear.” 

Detective Goodman said he would 
bring his valise to him and the prisoner 
said he was glad of that, as his “togs” 
had been preying on his mind. He also 
requested the officer to be sure to 
bring his other pipe. 

As Arthur's crime is so heinous and 
his case evidently a hopeless one, the 
leading members of the bar have shown 
no eagerness to take up his defense. 
The further fact that Arthur is almost 
destitute of this world’s goods may be 
an additional reason for the backward- 
ness of the legal profession in rallying 
to his support. All he had to offer as 
a retainer wes $3.80 and a bunch of 
quill toothpicks. This was probably not 
the sole incentive that caused W. P. 
Hyatt, Esq., to take the case. At any 
rate Mr. Hyatt appeared at the pre- 
liminary examination as counsel for 
the defense. 

‘The courtroom was crowded to its 
utmost capacity during the examina- 
tion. The prisoner had his coat collar 
turned up closely around his neck and 
looked grimly out from behind his 
steel-rimmed spectacles at the curious 
throng. He held frequent whisnered 
consultations with his counsel, but was 
as stolid in manner ag ever, showing 
not the least sign of remorse for his 
crime. 

Only five witnesses were examined. 
The first was “Jack” Kennedy, the 
man who was with Mrs. Ransom when 
she was murdered and who himself 
narrowly escaped the deadly fusillade. 
Kennedy was evidently much more 
pertrubed than the prisoner at the bar. 
He constantly evaded the questions 
put to him, and persisted in enter- 
ing into lengthy explanations. He 
said his aquaintance with the dead 
woman dated from the time she and 
Arthur took*lodgings at the Chicage 
House last July. Kennedy was a 
lodger there at the time, and also 
acted as night clerk. He renionstrated 
with Arthur several times for abusing 
the woman. Arthur. was dissipated 
and ruffianly, and Kennedy eventually 
supplanted him in the woman's effec- 
tions and became her regular para- 
mour. For that reason Arthur hated 
rim and threatened to kill both him 
and her. 

Kennedy said his regular business 
was real estate and mining, and he had 
operated in San Francisco, Salt Lake 
City, Denver and other western cities. 
He came to Los Angeles last April. 
The rest of Kennedy's testimony was 
the same as that given at the inquest, 
and related to the shooting. 

The remaining witnesses were Police 
Surgeon Hagan. who made the 
autopsy; Deputy Constable Weare, who 
arrested the murderer; Coroner Cam 
bell, whe held the inquest, and Robert 
Cummings, the contractor who is 
making alterations in the Salisbury 
Block, and was an eye-witness of the 
shooting. Their testimony was sim- 
ply a rehearsal of that given at the 
inquest. At its conclusion the prisoner 
was held to answer without bonds. He 
was subsequently removed from the 
City to the County Jail. 

Arthur’s Pasadena reputation is 
very bad. It is alleged that he was 
the cause of Mrs. Ransom’s husband 
deserting her, and that his own wife 
died broken-hearted on account of his 
immoral conduct. After Mrs. Ran- 
som became his mistress he was in- 
sanely jealous of her, and frequently 
beat her shamefully. That is why 
she eventually cast him off, and then 
he dogged her about from place to 
place, and eventually took her life. 


-POSTOFFICE MONEY ORDERS. 


Los Angeles National Bank to Act as 
Clearing-house. 

It was learmed at the Federal build- 
ing yesterday that hereafter the Los 
Angeles National Bank will act as a 
clearing-house for United States post- 
office money orders. 

In the past it has been the custom for 
all the banks of the city to send each 
morning to the money order depart- 
ment at the postoffice all the money or- 
ders thai had’ accumulated during the 
previous day and to obtain the money 
for thean. This took up a great deal of 
both the bank’s and the money order 
dcepariment’s time, as the clerks from 
the hawks were compelled to stand in 
line for a considerable portion of the 
forenoon while each money order was 
checked up and verified, and citizens 
who wished to do business with the 
depurtment were compelled to wait un- 
necessarily long. 

This difficulty will now be obviated, as 
ali banks will do business through the 
Los Angeles National Bank a@nd that 
bank im turn will alone come in con- 
tact with the money erder department.

NEW STREET RAILROAD. 


iTS PROJECTORS DESIRE TO BE- 
GIN WORK AT ONCE, 


They are Seeking to Make a Start 
Under a Special Permit, Expect- 
ing to Obtain a Franchise Later. 
Unsatisfactory Street-sweeping. 


The chief matter considered by the 
Board of Public Works, at its session 
yesterday was the petition of John S. 
Maltman and Clara R. Shatts for per- 
mission to construct an electric rail- 
way for grading purposes only. The 
route over which the petitioners desire 
to build their line is as follows: Be- 
ginning at the corner of West Seventh 
and Hoover streets, thence north to 
Wilshire Boulevard (formerly Sixth 
street,) thence along the boulevard to 
Commonwealth. avenue, thence elong 
Commonwealth avenue to the north 
line of West End University addition, 
thence over private property of J. S. 
Maltman to First street and along 
First street to its intersection with 
Virgil avenue. 

The petitioners were present to urge 
a favorable consideration of their pe- 
tition. Prof. C. A. Wheat, principal of 
bie Military Academy, also appeared 
to support the request, advocating it 
On the ground that the proposed line

DIE MULLERIN CYKLUS. 


Franz Schubert's Songs Delight- 
fully Interpreted Ry Miss White. 


Miss Villa Whitney White's second 
lecture recital at Music Hall last even- 
in Was a rare treat, enjoyed by a 
somewhat larger audience than on the 
precedjng evening, but still a lament- 
ably all audience, and when one 
stops to think of the scores of half- 
educated music teachers in this city 
and their hundreds of poorly-taught pu- 
Pils, who should hasten to embrace 
such an opportunity to imbibe musical 
knowledge embodied so charmingly— 
and don’t and when one thinks of the 
hundreds of refined, intelligent people 
who are supposed to lend their _sup- 
port to everything which would tend 
to refine and cultivate and uplift, and

Miss White’s programme last even- 
ing was devoted to Franz Schubert's 
beautiful “cyklus” of songs on the pretty 
Miller Maid. In her introduction Miss 
White spoke of Schubert’s absolute de- 
votion to his music; of the infimite va- 
riety of his thought and feeling and 
pointed out bow he demonstrated the 
idea that song is the musical imterpre- 
tation of a poem. He had always the 
most intense desire after the most 
convincing truth, and was always feel- 
ing after those forms which would 
best express what was in the poem. 
His plan was first to compose a mel- 
ody which would best eNpress. the 
idea of the poem, and then to weave 
about it rich harmonies which would 
complete and support it. In all of his 
bo0 songs, Which were written before he 
was 30 years of age, there is the feel- 
ing of the folk-song which is the deep- 
est and truest factor of human life. 
The speaker pointed out the poetic con- 
temts of the text and Schubert's treat- 
ment of them. He stood for ideas, she 
said, and did not write for the public 
primarily; that portion of the public 
that is seeking for ideas Will find them 
and then rejoice. Schubert Was the 
father of modern seng and revealed 
the true plam on which the true song is 
to be built. He was 26 years old when 
he composed the “cyklus” and the poems 
were Written by his friend, Wilhelm 
Mullor, Schubert picked up the volume 
While in his friend’s house and be- 
Came so interested in it that be car- 
ried it home. On the following_ morm- 
ing Muller, missing the book, suspected 
that it was in Schubert's possession, 
and going to the latter's home, found 
hie up to his ears in manuscript, hav- 
ing already composed the first eleven. 
Miss White read each exquisite poem 
first, carrying all the while the thread 
of the romance and drawing attention 
to the beauty of the Setting given each 
by the composer. The numbers were 
exquisitely sung and the perfect ac- 
compamiment rendered by Miss Dilling- 
ham doubled the charm of the evening 

This afternoon Miss White will give 
a programme of children’s songs and 
the front half of the house will be w- 
served for the little people, of whom 
the singer is very fond. The pro- 
gramme will be as follows:

DEATH OF A PIONEER. 


STEPHEN FOSTER PASSi«! 
PEACEFULLY AWAY. 


Prominent in California’s Early 
History—Public-spirited Citizen 
for Fifty Years—Courteous Gen- 
tleman and Faithful Friend. 


Stephen C. Foster died yesterday ot 
his home in this city. Mr. Foster 
was. a native of Maine. He was 
borne in 1820, and twenty years later 
graduated from Yale College... Four 
years after found him lecturing 
at the New Orleans Medical 
College. He remained there but a 
short time. Hearing that California 
was a promising field, he shaped his 
course in this direction, but owing to 
the war, which at that time was be- 
ing waged between the United States 
and Mexico, he did not reach here until 
several years later, when he came as 
interpreter with Capt. Cooke’s volun- 
teers. Mr. Foster’s great executive 
ability soon brought him to the fore, 


‘and, in 1847 he was elected Alcalde of 


the Pueblo of Los Angeles, and was 
known far and near as El Sefior Al- 
calde Don Estban Foster. At the ex- 
piration of his term, which occurred in 
May, 1849, he was seht to Monterey 
from the Los Angeles district as a dele- 
gate to the Constitutional Convention, 
and his work of bringing order out of 
chaos, resulting from the great wave 
of gold-seekers that rushed to Califor- 
nia during the next few years, was so 
thorough 4s to be perceptible for thirty 
years. 

For many years, owing to the in- 
firmities of age, Mr. Foster has been 
but little before the public, a@nd has 
lived a quiet and peaceful life, solaced 
by the knowledge that his work had 
been well done. Even to the last he so 
mingled the simple courtesy of the old- 
school gentleman with the polished 
politeness of the Spaniard of ‘early 
California, as to make himself honored 
and respected by all who knew him. 

He did much for the advancement 
of the State, and especially for South- 
ern California.

OVER 1€00 TONS OF STONE A DAY 
TO BE USED AT SAN PEDRO. 


Maj. Davis Visits Catalina and 
Clemente Islands—Work Will 
Be Begun in’ Thirty Days After 
the First VYear’s Appropriation 
is Available—Dig Plant Needed. 


Maj. Charles E. L. B. Davis of San 
Francisco, the government engineer 
who will open the bids for the San 
Pedro breakwater on February 10 and 
forward them with a recommendation 
as to which one, in his opinion, should 
Le awarded the contract, has for some 
time been anxious to visit the islands 
of Santa Catalina and Clemente for a 
personal inspection of the rock to be 
found at those quarries, as such visit 
would better enable him to determine 
the merits of the bids. 

On Thursday he chartered La Pa- 
loma, and accompanied by six con- 
tractors and J. B. Banning, left Ava- 
lon for Clemente at 7 a.m. The party 
landed at Gallagher’s at 10:30 o’clock 
and for three hours tramped over the 
rocks, detaching pieces with a sledge 
hammer to bring back for comparison 
with other material, and noting the 
natural facilities which might be util- 
ized to get it to the water. 

“There is not much I can say,” re- 
sponded Maj. Davis on his return to 
Avalon in the evening, to an inquiry 
on the subject. “I have been deluged 
with questions, mostly from contract- 
ors, for some time, but they have tu 
get their information elsewhere. 

“When will work probably begin? 
Well, Congress generally 
appropriation bills till pretty late in the 
session in order to Keep its members in 
Washington, as a number of them 
start for home as soon as the appropri- 
ations are disposed of. This being the 
long session, it may be as late as July 
before the appropriation is made. The 
specifications state that work shall be- 
gin in thirty days thereafter. Of 
course that does not mean actual work 
on the breakwater but the building of 
the plant, which will take at least 
three months to finish. The contractor 
will get no money from the govern- 
ment till he begins to drop the stone. 

“As an indication of the size of the 
contract, if the full $400,000 appropria- 
tion is made for the first year, that 
will mean that over one thousand tons 
of stone a day must be brought to San 
Pedro. How many men that will re- 
apuire I would not like to say without 
ftruring it up. 

“The specifications require the sub- 
structure to be built of stone of 140 
specific gravity and the superstructure 
160. .The lighter the rock that will be 
put in, the larger the breakwater, as 
it is paid for by the ton.” 

“Will any contractors be apt to put 
in bids without personally looking over 
the ground?” 

“It would seem so, judging by letters 
I have received from the East asking 
for information. I tell them to come 
out and see for themselves. Condi- 
tions differ materially here from. the 
East and South. Labor is’ cheaper 
there, while the cost of material is 
probably about the same.” 

The harbor work will be under the 
supervision of Maj. Davis. He leaves 
at noon today for San Francigco.

FRUIT-GROWERS MEET. 


SAN GABRIEL DECIDUOUS-FRUIT 
ASSOCIATION ORGANIZED, 


Azusa Meeting Has Been Postponed. 
Deciduous Fruit Men are En. 


thusiastic, and Local Associa- 
tions Being Rapidly Or- 
ganized, 


The San Gabriel deciduous-fruit grow- 
ers met at headquarters at the Chamber 
of Commerce yesterday, to discuss the 
question of organizing for membership 
in the Southern California Deciduous 
Fruit Exchange. 

The meeting was called to order at 
10:30 a.m. It was agreed that three as- 
sociations—or units for operation— 
spould be formed. One, including the 
Parker & Haig tract and adjacent or- 
chards; a second, consisting of the L.

After adopting articles of incorporation 
and by laws, the meeting adjourned to 
meet again at the same place on Febru- 
ary 5 to complete the organization by 
election of directors and officers of the 
association. 

A. P. Griffith reports a postponement 
of the Azusa meeting until a date to 
be soon announced. 

A big meeting is arranged for at Ana- 
heim on Monday, the 3lst inst. at 10 
a.m., and it is expected it will start 
a strong movement for the exchange 
in Orange county. A meeting for organ- 
ization is also called at Highland on 
February 2; at Perris, February 3; at 
Hemet, February 4; at Etiwanda, Feb- 
ruary 5, and at Rialto on the 7th inst., 
in connection with the Farmers’ Insti- 
tute.

FINANCIAL AND COVIMERCIAL, 


Los Angeles, Jan. 28, 1898. 

STREET RAILWAY SECURITIES 
The conditions surrounding street rail 
ways differ in the several States. In 
some localities the roads are granted 
franchises of a specific duration, and 
ere practically secured from the attack 
of the public. The United States In- 
vestor thus comments on improve- 
ments that might be made in granting 
franchises to. street railroad com- 
Btreet railways should be granted 
franchises and a maximum dividend 
return on their capital stock should be 


exceed the legal rate and a proper sum 
to be carried to surplus account, the 
excess earning capacity should redound 
to the advantage of the public, in the 
shape of lower fares, or increased con- 
veniences, or, in other tangible ways. 
In order that the earnings which should 
result to the benefit of the pwhlic may 
not be squandered on unnecessary eX- 
penses or in other ways, properly con- 
etituted authorities should exercise 
supervision of the accounts and prop- 
erty of street railways, and in the 
case of dispute, either party eshould 
bave the right to carry the matter to 
court for final adjustment. In this way 
justice would be obtained for every- 
body concerned. The status of the 
roads and public would be defined. 
Street-railway securities would gain 
the confidence of investors in a very 
noteworthy degree. The public would 
henceforth possess a sense of security 
regarding their participation in all the 
advantages which may hereafter flow 
from improved methods and lessened 
cost.” 


COTTON FOR JAPAN. A few weeks 
ago a dispatch from San Francisco an- 
nounced that there were between 14,000 
and 15.000 bales of cotton at that 
point, awaiting shipment to Japan, but 
that the steamers plying to Asia had 
such large cargoes of flour and other 
food products that the cotton blockade 
was likely to be raised very slowly. 
Then came the announcement from Ta- 
coma, Wash., that there were from 7000 
to 8000 bales of cotton on the cars at 
that place, awaiting transportation 
across the Pacific. Referring to this 
new departure, the Denver Republican 
of recent date had the following: 

“The shipment of 2000 bales of Texas 
cotton via the Union Pacific, Denver 
and Gulf road and its connections to 
Tacoma for reshipment at that place 
to Japan is a western traffic matter 
suggestive of the development of a big 
trade in the future. 

“If the Panama or Nicaragua Ca- 
nal were open it is probable that Texas 
cotton would reach Japam by one of 
those routes. But under existing cir- 
cumstances the Texas staple is sent by 
rail over the shortest practicable route 
to Puget Sound, because it finds a 
line of steamers sailing directly to Ja- 
pan. It would be a shorter rail haul 
to San Diego, but ships sailing for Ja- 
pan have to go much farther north 
than Puget Sound, and, besides, there 
is no steamship line to connect with 
at San Diego sailing direct to Japan. 
Undoubtedly the business will continue 
to reach the Northwest by way of the 
Gulf road, passing through Denver. 

“But what is still more significant is 
the evidence which this shipment sup- 
plies in regard tc the demand for Amer- 
ican cotton in the Orient. It is not a 
demand for manufactured goods, but 
for raw material. Japan is developing 
its manufactures at a rapid rate, and 
for many grades of cotton goods it 
no longer depends upon Europe, India 
or the United States. It is doing its own 
work. This benefits American cotton- 
growers, but it menaces manufactur- 
ers of cotton goods both in this country 
and in England. 

“The erection of cotton factories in 
China is indicative of an industrial 
growth in that country similar to that 
which has already been seen in Japan. 
It seems that India cotton does not 
meet all the requiremenis of Japanese 
and Chinese mills, and that thus a way 
is opened for the sale of the American 
product in both those countries. It is 
a new market for the product of the 
Texas fields, but it will probably grow 
to be very large.. It may be counted 
on for years to come to furnish a lu- 
crative traffic to the Gulf road and its 
northwestern connections.” 


COMMERCIAL. 

SHORTAGE OF LUMBER. Among 
other things that have been affected - 
by the Klondike rush is the lumber 
market. The Valley Railroad will not 
into Bakersfield until time 
in March, instead of by February 1, 
as first exffected. There are a number 
of trestles and bridges to be built, 
and a great quantity of lumber is re- 
quired. On account of the inability of 
the lumber dealers‘ to supply the 
company’s demands, the work will not 
be completed at the time set earlier in 
the season. The lumber dealers say 
the Alaska demands are responsible 
awl the scarcity of lumber in the mar- 
et. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 

TRANSMITTING OF ELECTRIC 
POWER. A test of Niagara Falls 
power, made at Buffalo a few days 
ago, is of interest to Southern Cali- 
fornia, where several enterprises for 
the transmission of electric power are 
now before the public. According to 
this test, the loss of the electric cur- 
rent over long circuits is a thing of 
the past, and electricity from the 
cataract can turn machinery in New 
York City, eventually, at less cost 
than power can be generated there, on 
the spot, by steam. It has been said 
for the last five years that whenever 
a satisfactory measurement could be 
made of the loss in transmission of 
power from Niagara Falls to Buffalo, 


it would be known whether the great- 


est power plant im the world wag to I» 
limited in its field to the immedia't: 
vicinity of Niagara Falls, or was t° 
reach out for some hundreds oO! 
Mr. Scott, electrician of th’ 
Buffalo General Company, and 
connected with the transmission co! 
pany that takes care of the curre 
from the tunnel, has made a care! 
test of the current at the Buffao 
transformer-house, which is twenty- 
fouf miles from the tunnel, and fin: 
that in transit there is a loss of les: 
than fifty volts of the 11,000 at whic 
the current leaves the dynamos. .Thi: 
means that the loss is less thgn 1 }Pr° 
cent., and is, practically, beneath 1 
tice. Flour mills and factories 
through the city are applying fe % 
power, and already 3500 horse pow’ 
are in use there. 

With such an economical system «¢ 
transmitting power, we may soon C>- 
pect to see a remarkable development 
in the electric plants of California, 
where there is an abundance of watcr 
power in the mountains.

STATE OF TRADE. 


Dun’s Weekly Review. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 28.—R. G. Dun & Co.,s 
weekly review of trade will say tomorrow 
that the first month of the new year has 
brought rather more increase in busirss but 
less improvement in prices than was exp: cted. 
With payments through clearing-houses 7.3 
per cent larger than 1892, and probably the 
largest ever known in any month; with raif!- 
road earnings 11.2 per cent. larger than the 
best of past years, the fact that prices are 
very low only shows more clearly the iucrease 
in quantities of products sold; nor is there 
any disposition to refuse orders, even at 
present prices; indeed, the compettion of 
manufacturers seeking orders alone prevents 
a rise. Most of them have all they can man- 
age, many working night and day, one great 
steel concern running on Sunday, but the 
works not yet filled with orders are seeking 
contracts at as low prices as have ever been 
made. The settlement of the wages on a 
1)-cent advance April 1 for 200,000 coal miners 
of the central region, with other changes, will 
tend toward a larger demand for products of 
all kind, though also toward some increa:e in 
cost of manufacture. Wheat has been con- 
spicuous, rising 5 cents for the week, with 
5tgc for May options. Western receipts have 
been 10,009,053 bushels in four weeks, against 
§.045,711 last year, but Atlantic exports have 
been 12,003,128 bushels in four weeks, against 
7,013,704 last year, and Pacific exports, with 
Tacoma ~,for the week, 4,015,584 bushels, 
against 3,454,995 last year. The cotton manu- 
facture is in more difficulty than any other, 
not merely because prices do not show much 
improvement, nor, as yet, the demand for 
goods, although both are helped by the closing 
of many mills, but largely because the manu- 
facturers .and workers have considered too 
little the rapidly-growing production at the 
South. The woolen manufacture is doing well, 
fine worsted goods having opened at an ad- 
vance of 20 per cent. over last year, and the 
large mills are constantly buying wool, even 
at current high prices, which implies great 
confidence in the future, presumably based on 
larger orders than are publicly reported. Such 
purchases of wool have been frequent of late, 
even by mills supposed to be supplied far 
ahead, and one Providence mill appears to 
have taken 250,000 pounds of worsted wool at 
Wheeling this week. Sales at three of the 
markets have been 8,000,100 pounls, and four 
weeks, 30,421,070, of which 21,367,720 were 
domestic, against 36,547,600 last year, of ‘which 
23,397,300 were domestic. The iron manufac- 
ture is getting largely orders for finished 
products which crowd many workers almost 
beyond their capacity, although some others 
are still in the market, and keeping prices 
down. Pig iron is steady, except that Besse- 
mer at Pittsburgh is 10c lower. Failu for 
the week have been 342 in theUnited States, 
against %31 last year, and 34 in Canada, 
against 57 last year.

Bradstreet’s ReWvievw. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 28.—Bradstrect’s finan- 
cial review tomorrow will say that although 
the market was temporarily disturbed at the 
beginning of the weck by exaggerated re- 
ports as to the purpose of dispatching the 
man-of-war Maine to Havana, it soon recov- 
ered from the effects of this scare, and in 
the past few days developed remarkable 
strength and activity. London bought stocks 
here to a considerable extent on Wednesday, 
though it was subsequently a seller of part 
of its purchases, while throughout the week 
there has been a large amount of both in- 
vestment and speculative buying for public 
account, the commission-houses being active 
factors in the trading. 

Professional interests of the smaller type, 
while at first inclined to act on the bear 
side, were forced to cover, and found it an 
unprofitable course to fight the advance, more 
especially as the market from first to last 
has presented ample evidences of the activity 
and support of powerful interests on the bull 
side. This was especially noticeable in’ the 
Vanderbilt stocks, which group has been the 
central figures of the week's speculation. ‘The 
industricials have been partly neglected, and 
while the local traction securities were the 


objects of attention, they did not lead the 
market as in the preceding week. 
Bradstreet's tomorrow will say that favor- 
able conditions in the trade eituation con- 
tinue to far outweigh those of an opposite 
character. Stormy weather throughout a 
large section’ of the country this week has 
checked the movement of merchandise in 
consumption,’ but the perceptible increase in 
the demand for seasonable goods is re- 
ported as already resulting. ‘The last wee« 
of the month closes with increased activity 
in many lines: a number of prices advanced; 
heavily-increased bfnk clearings, as com- 
pared with one year ago at nearly all e:ties; 
another considerable drop in the number of 
failures reported: large exports of cereals, 
particularly wheat, corn and flour, and ber- 
ceptible confidence in nearly all branches of 
trade as regards the outlook for spring odusi- 
ness. Another favorable feature of the week 
is the slight but distinct improvement in the 
cotton-goods situation, in which speculative 
activity is awakening. Print cloths are 
higher, and some makes of gray and medium- 
weight cottons are more firmly teld. Pig- 
iron is reflecting the effect of present un- 
precedented production, and n further weak- 
ening in prices is recorded at eastern points. 
At the west, however, consumption of pig 
and finished products of iron and steel is 
reported increasing so as to hold prices firm. 
Large sales of bar steel and rails are re- 
ported at Chicago & St. Louis, with mills 
refusing to take orders for delivery earlier 
than late summer. Boots and shoes hold tha 
late advance, and manufacturers of heavy 
weights will not take orders for fall de- 
livery at present prices. Wool is strong on 
large sales and firm prices abroad. Prices 
of most staple products are higher on the 
week; notable instances are those of wheat, 
which is past the dollar mark again at many 
western markets. The aetive demand for the 
Kiondike trade is reflected in canned goods, 
stocks of which are reported very low, prices 


holding late advances. Collections are fen- 
erally reported fair, those indicating back- 
wardness coming most generally from the 


south. Cereal exports are again heavy, ‘total 
shipments of wheat, including flour, vor the 
week, amvuunting to 5,110,624 bushels, against 
3,926,000 bushels last week: 2,515,000 in this 
week a year ago, and 2,550,000 bushels in 
1896. Business failures for the week are the 
smallest reported in the fourth week of Jan- 
uary for five years past, numbering only 
288, against 309 last week, 326 in the corre- 
sponding week of last and year, and 393 in 
1896. Of the failures reported, 251, or 87 per 
cent., were of concerns having $5000 capital 
or less, and 95 per cent. in all, were of 
concerns having less than $20,000 pital. 
Business failures in Canada this week tum- 
ber 48, against 46 last week; 56 in the week 
a year ago, and 63 in the corresponding weex 
of 1896.

NEW YORK, Jan. 28.—Today's stock mar- 
ket showed signs of a struggle by the bulls 
to sustain prices while they were taking the r 
profits.

The sharp gains in spe- 
cial stocks at different times during the day 
were evidently due to manipulation for the 
purpose of sustaining the general market. 
This, together with the higher range of prices 
reported from London this morning, kert 
stocks well above last night's level during the 
early part of the day, but the closing showed 
an easy tone, with prices generally at the 
lowest.

London 
was a heavy seller, especially of New York 
Central. This added to the heavy tone to 
quite a market extent. Still another factor 
on the side of the reactionists was the weak- 
ness in the anthracite group, a decline in some 
of its members reached a point.

NEW YORK, Jan. 28.—The Evening Post's 
London financial cablegram says: ‘“‘The stoc 
makets here were irregular today.

No Occasion for a Seare Over Scar- 
let Fever—Rrown to Have a Jury 
Trial—Bicycle Parade Expected 
to Be a Long One. 


PASADENA, Jan. 28.—[Regulur Correpond- 
ence.} The Republican City Central Commit- 
tee met this evening in the Recorder's court- 
room for the purpose of arranging matters 
for the opening of the spring campaign. Pres- 
ident M. H. Weight occupied the chair, and 
John 0. Lowe was chosen temporary secre- 
tary. It was the consensus of opinion, as 
expressed by the speakers, that the first thing 
to be done was to invite all Republicans back 
into the fold; that those who at the city 
election two years ago joined the ciizens 
party should be made to feel that they are 
as welcome to come back into the ranks as 
though they had never wandered away from 
them; that the meetings would pe open at all 
times and for all who desired to affiliate with 
the Republican party; that the feeling en- 
gendered among neighbors by two tickets in 
the field, supported by those who should all 
be members of one party, was not a desirable 
thing for the community. In fact, the Re- 
publicans present, by the sentiments offered 
at the meeting tonight, opened wide the doors 
for everybody to join with them to the end 
that the ticket to be nominated should bear 
the best names. 

The new primary election law could not 
be as thoroughly discussed as was desired, 
owing to the lack of real knowledge of the 
law when it became the subject of discussion. 
A committee, consisting of one man from each 
precinct, was appointed by the chair to study 
up the law, and at a meeting to be called by 
Chairman Weight, at a future day, be pre- 
pared to exemplify the workings of the new 
law.

NO OCCASION FOR A SCARE. 

A meeting of the board of Health was called 
for 10 o'ciock this morning to discuss the 
scarlet fever scare, but as there was no quo- 
rum present there was not much of a dis- 
cussion. The Hea!th Officer himself is au- 
thority for the statement that there are but 
two cases of scarlet fever in the city, and 
they are of a mild form, one of the patients 
being almost well, The decision of the City 
Attorney that the ordinance, in that portion 
of it which says ‘‘shail also adopt such meas- 
ures as in their judgment be necessary to 


prevent epidemics and the spread of con- 
tagious diseases,’’ gave the necessary power, 
and the statement that the City Trustees 


would back the Health Oflicer in enforcing 
quarantine when necessary in his judgment, 
left nothing for the Board of Health to dis- 
Cuss 


TRIAL BY JURY ON MONDAY.

Miss An- 
derson refused, and Reed accepted. 
Miss Anderson was removed from the 
principalship of the San Pedro-street 
school, and Reed was put in her 
place, all upon recommendation of Dr. 
Mathis. 

The Express was unable to get any 
confirmation from Miss Anderson. 
Several weeks ago The Times endeav- 
ored to get a statement of facts from 
her, but she said she would tell noth- 
ing unless compelled to do so under 
oath, thereby conveying the imprs- 
sion that she had something to tell. 
and that the sitory, which she would 
not deny, was substantially true. 

The evening paper added to the in- 
surance story ‘some pertinent com- 
ments on Mathis’s absence from the 
Wednesday meeting, and his action at 
Thursday's meeting. 

Mathis was overcome last night hy 
an irresistible desire to do some more 
explaining, and he visited The Times 
office for that purpose. His written 
explanation is given here for what it 
may be worth.: 

MATHIS EXPLAINS. 

“Tos the Editor of The Times: Haviug 
been misrepresented in the Evening 
Express, I take’ this opportunity of 
explaining to the public certain charges 
made agaimst me. My trip to San 
Francisco was made with my wife, and 
I had no knowledge of Mr. Webb’s in- 
tention to go at that time, until we 
met on the train, and we were sepa- 
rated at Oakland and did not meet 
again until after my return home. On 
returning to my office, I found a mes- 
sage waiting, calling me to attend a 
patient mear Burbank, and I had no 
knowledge of the special meeting called 
last Wednesday night until I saw the 
papers next morning.

“And furthermore Mr. Webb nor any 
one else has an iron hand or other 
influence over me, as referred to im 
several articles. I have done what I 
thought to be just at all times. 

“E. N. MATHIS, M. D.”

HISTORY OF THE GROWTH OF A 
HARROWING TALE. 


Misfortunes of a Destitute 
Family Afford the Theme for a 
Highly-colored Description—The 
Facts Prove More Prosaic.

E. Adolph arrived in the city last 
Thursday from Mammoth Tank, bring- 
ing with him a tale which at first was 
only pathetic, but in the course of sev- 
eral repetitions has finally become 
tragic. While at Mammoth Tank, 
which is on the line of the Southern 
Pacific, about fifty miles northwest of 
Yuma, Mr. Adolph discovered a man 
and five children encamped a short dis- 
tance from the railroad station. Ac- 
cording to the story related by Mr. 
Adolph on the day of his return to Lous 
Angeles, the six campers were in a 
state of destitution, without money or 
means of transportation, having crossed 
the desert on foot. Their condition 
was pitiable, but far from heartrending. 
But the story was not yet ffll grown. 

Sympathetic natures are usually 
imaginative. Mr. Adolph is no excep- 
tion to the rule. His recollection of 
the sufferings of the unfortunate fam- 
ily grew more vivid with each recital. 

Twenty-four hours after his arrival 
in Los Angeles the tale had become 
truly .harrowing. At this stage of de- 
velopment it found its way into the 
columns of an evening paper. It had 
become a tragedy, all wool and a yard 
wide, and was set forth in a column of 


, double-leaded type. 


To do justice to the full-grown 
story, the published account of the con- 
dition of the family, when found 
Mr. Adolph and a companion, must 
be quoted: 

“Their horror can better be imagined 
than described when they came upon 
beings, nearly naked, ter- 
emaciated, swollen with th: 
frightful black swelling of agonizing 
thrist, and almost frozen in the pitiless 
desert night. These six were a midd}e- 
aged man and five small childien—one 
a baby of 3 years, and the eldest only 
12. The baby’s condition was too piti- 
ful for words, and Mr. Adolph, in ¢ve- 
counting it to an Express reporter, was 
obliged to give it up, overpowered by 
the recollection.” 

The vescuers. according to the vera- 
cious account, ran for help and finally 
succeded in snatching from death the 
whole batch of dilapidated people. 

The man, when resuscitated, said his 
name was Joyce, and that he formerly 
lived in Prescott, Ariz. His wife dic: 
last fall and Joyce set out with his 
five children in a wegon, bound 
Chino, where he owned a small rane’. 
He said that his money gave out anid 
his horses died so that he and his chil- 
dren were forced to walk from Gila 
Bend to Mammoth Tank, a distance of 
315 miles.

ILL the present generation 
see the end, the destruction of 
the world? 

That is the momentous ques- 


tion answered affiramatively, with 


counts its members and converts in all 
portions of the world, and is particu- 
larly strong in California—the Seventh 
Day Adventists. 

In Oakland, the suburban landward 
vestibule of San Francisco, this denom- 
ination has one of the two main 
ganglia of its membership and activi- 
ties in this country, has one.of the 
largest of the city’s churches and the 
largest printing and book-publishing 
establishment on the Pacifis Coast. 
Oakland is also the seat of its diversi- 
fied sectarian publications, including 
its organ, the Signs of the Times, with 
an annual weekly circulation of about 


twenty thousand copies. From _ this 
ganglion there reach out missionary, 
proselytizing, educational, charitable, 


sanitarium and other institutions and 
enterprises that have branches in Chi- 
cago and New York, while Battle 
Creek, Mich., contains what might be 
called the counterpart of the Oakland 
ganglion. At Healdsburg, a town in 
a neighboring county, on the line of 
the San Francisco and North Pacific 
Railroad, the denomination maintains 
a school, mainly for education in Bi- 
ble exegesis. 

The Seventh Day Adventists have, 
besides their ministers or elders in 
settled churches, upward of four hun- 
dred tent meetings in different parts of 
the country, and are expending 


raised by voluntary tithes and by the 
profits of their business publications 
and their several health-resort estab- 
lishments. Oakland, in midsummer, 
for several weeks is the scene of one 
of the largest camp meetings in the 
country, which draws its attendance of 
thousands from all parts of California, 
and accommodates temporarily, 
veritable city of tents. 
gta Day Adventists, as @ rule, 
are Bible students. They show their 
greatest fluency im dealing with those 
portions of the scriptures which are 
shunned as inscrutable by the major- 
ity of laymen, and even by preachers 
of other denominations. It was Henry 
Ward Beecher who once said that he 
never got among the beasts of Daniel 
amd the hoofs and horns of Revelation 
without wishing to get away from them 
as fast as possible. This class of Bible 
students are also, of necessity, close 
and earnest students of the world’s his- 
tory, both current and ancient, inva- 
riably and familiarly designating its 
kingdoms and dynasties by the figures 
and beasts of Daniel and Revelation. 
These people are living in the hourly 
expectation of the fulfillment of the 
last event in the chain of prophecy, 
the setting up of the kingdom of 


| Christ upon a purified earth after the 


wreck amd destruction of all worldly 
temporalities and all worldly men. 
While these are “looking. for’ and 
“hasting unto” that day, to those it 
is to be the end of probation and the 
end of all things, the “day of wrath.” 

The grounds for the expectation of an 
event so stupendous, by so considerable 
a body of intensely earnest people, may 
well be deemed a matter worthy of 
at least am examination by others 
whose part in the predicted event, in 
case it should come to pass, is as in- 
timate as theirs. 

These Seventh Day Adventists follow 
the general line of scripture interpre- 
tation of William Miller, whose name 
was used to designate the movement 
that he created prior to 1843. They part 
company from that line of interpreta- 
tion in finding a mew definition for 
the scripture expression, “‘The cleansing 
of the sanctuary,’’ which then was 
understood to be the endimg of the 
world. 

On this point Mrs. E. G. White, the 
author of several volumes of scripture 
cammentaries, who is now in New Zea- 
land on missionary work, ia a book of 
700 pages, entitled “The Great Contro- 
vorsy Between Christ and Satan,” 
makes an interesting explanation: 

“The question, what is the sanctuary? 
is cleverly answered in the scriptures. 
The term sanctuary, as used in the Bi- 
ble, refers, first, to the tabernacle built 
by Moses, as a pattern of heavenly 
things; amd, secondly, to the ‘true tab- 
ernacle’ in heaven to-which the earthly 
sanctuary pointed. At the death of 
Christ the typical service ended. The 
‘true tabernacle’ in heaven is the samc- 
tuary of the new covenant. And as 
the prophecy of Daniel 8:14, is fulfilled 
in this dispensation, the sanctuary to 
which it refers must be the sanctuary 
of the new covenant. At the termina- 
tion of the 2300 days, in 1844, there 
had been mo sanctuary on earth for 
many centuries. Thus the prophecy, 
‘Unto two thousand three hundred 
days; then shall the sanctuary be 
cleansed’ unquestionably points to the 
sanctuary in heaven. 

“But the most important question re- 
mains to be amswered: What is the 
cleansing of the sanctuary? That there 
was such @& service in connection with 
the earthly sanctuary, is stated in Old 
Testament scriptures. But can there 
be anything in heavem to be cleansed? 
The cleansing of both the earthly and 
the heavenly sanctuary is Plainly 
taught in Hebrews ix, 22-23. 

“The ministration of the earthly 
Sanctuary consisted of two divisions: 
the priests ministered daily in the 
holy place, while once a year the high 
priest performed a special work of 
atonement in the most holy. for -the 
cleamsing of the sanctuary. 

“For eighteen centuries 
work of ministration continued in 
the first apartment of the sanc- 
tuary. The blood of Christ, 
pleaded in behalf of penitent believers, 
secxred their pardom and their accept- 
ance with the Father, yet their sins 
still ramained upon the book of record. 
As in the typical service there was a 
work of atonement at the close of the 
year, s\ before Christ’s work for the 
redemption of sin is completed, there 
is a work of atonement for the removal 
of sin frm the sanctuary. This is the 
service which began when the 2300 days 
ended. At that time, as foretold by 
Daniel the prophet, our High Priest 
entered the most holy to perform the 
last division of His solemn work: to 
cleanse the sanctuary. 

“As anciently, the sins of the people 
were by faith placed upon the sin- 


-offering; and-through its blood trans- 


ferred, in figure, to the earthly sanc- 
tuary, so in the new covenant the sins 
of the repentant are by faith placed 
upon Christ, and traneferred; in fact, 


to the heavenly sanctuary. And as

“Thus, those who followed in the 
light of the prophetic word saw that, 
instead of coming to the earth at the 
termination of 2300 days in 1844, Chris. 
then entered the most holy place of the 
heavenly sanctuary, to perform the 
closing work of atonement, prepara- 
tory to his coming.” 

Unlike Miller, therefore, and certain 
other Adventists of a later day, the 


‘Seventh Day Adventists set no exact

date for the crowning fulfillment of 
e. prophecies. They accept implic- 
ly the words of Christ, “The day and 
the hour knoweth no man.” At the 
same time they insist upon an equally 
literal acceptance of the words, ‘This 


generation,” (which witnessed the 
last of the “last days” signs,) “shail 
not pass until all be fulfilled.’”” The 


mistake of the Millerites and the dis- 
appointment attending it, these Ad- 
ventists consirue as a further verifi- 
cation of the prophecies by a fulfill- 
ment of the scripture references to a 
“waiting time’ and to the ‘““raidnight 
cry,” “Behold the bridegroom cometh,” 
that was made in 1844. 

Still, with an increasing number of 
literalist Bible students in the other 
denominations, including some of the 
most noted and orthodox evangelisis, 
such as Dwight L. Moody, George Pen- 
tecost and Frank L. Smith, the Sev- 
enth Day Adventists are sure that 
“the great and terrible day of the 
Lord” is coming during the lifetime 
of some of the generation who were 
living in 1843-44. 

The Seventh Day Adventists have no 
creed bui the Bible. They put forth 
nothing that claims to be an author- 
itative statement or rule of faith, or 
practice. They recognize no such rule 
but the word of God. At the same 
time they have publications exposi- 
tory of the scripture prophecies as 
well as those maintaining the Bible 
grounds for the seventh-day Sabbath 
observances, that would constitute a 
large library. A recently-issued vol- 
ume of 750 pages, by Uriah Smith, is 
a verse-by-verse study of Daniel and 
the Revelation, setting forth with the 
utmost minuteness the grounds of the 
denomination for fitting the various 
symbols and figures of those portions 
of the scriptures to the events of hu- 
man history. The image of Nebuchad- 
nezzar’s dream, described in the sec- 
ond chapter of Daniel, and the four 
beasts of the seventh chapter, are un- 
derstood to portray the same series of 
universal empires of the world’s varlier 
history—Babylon, Medo-Persia under 
Cyrus, Grecia under AlexeAder. nd 
Rome under the Caesars. _The *ragon 


and the other monsters fig- 
ures of the remaining chapr.ers of 
Daniel, as likewise those of Revela- 


tion, are alleged to have anticipated 
the prominent events of subsequent 
history, since pagan Rome, the last 
of the universal empires, was over- 
run and overthrown by the ten bar- 
barian tribes “from the North,” rep- 
resented by the division of the image's 
iron legs into.toes of iron mixed with 
clay. In this application of _ the 
prophecies, ecclesiastic Rome, the 
Napoleonic dynasty, and the Ottoman 
Empire sustain leading parts. Tere. 
also, is found a symbol for the United 
States, a comparatively amiahle 
monster, the beast with the lamblike 
harns. In ‘the general observance in 
the United States of the Roman Cath- 
Molic Sunday instead of the Mosaic 
Sabbath; in the movements by the 
American Protective Association, the 
Women’s Christian Temperance lUn- 
ion, ‘the Prohibition party and the 
various Young People’s societies of 
Christian Endeavor, to make _ that 
observance compulsory, Seventh Day 
Adventists discover the “mark of the 
beast”’ that the ‘beast with the lamb- 
like horns” was set on the nations. 

Portions of the summary of the prin- 
cipal features of their faith, issued by 
the Seventh Day Adventists, cover by 
reference to the scripture texts much 
of the ground canvassed by Uriah 
Smith, in his huge volume: 

“That there is one Lord, Jesus Christ, 
the Son of the Eternal Father, the One 
by whom He created all things, and 
by whom they do consist; that He took 
on Him the nature of the seed of Abra- 
ham for the redemption of our fallen 
race; that He dwelt among men, full 
of grace and truth, lived our example, 
died our sacrifice, was raised for our 
justification, ascended on high to be 
our only mediator in the sanctuary of 
heaven, where, through the merits of 
His shed blood, He secured the par- 
don and forgiveness of the sins of all 
those who peniiently come to Him: and 
that as the closing portion of His work 
as before He takes His throne as king, 
He will make the great atonement for 
the sins of all such, and their sins will 
be blotted out (Acts iii, 19) and borne 
away from the sanctuary, as shown in 
the service of the Levilical priesthood, 
which foreshadowed and prefigured the 
ministry of our Lord in heaven, (See 
Leviticus xvi; Hebrews viii, 5; ix, 6, 7.) 

“That the holy scriptures of the Old 
Testament were given by inspiration of 
God, contain a full revelation of his 
will to man, are inerrant, and are the 
only infallible rule of faith and prac- 
tice. 

“That the new birth comprises the 
entire change necessary to fit us for 
the Kingdom of Ged, and consists of 
two parts: First, a moral change 
wrought by conversion and a Christian 
life (John iii, 3-5:) secondly, @ physical 
change at the second coming of Christ, 
whereby, if dead, we are raised incor- 
ruptible, and if living, are changed to 
imortality in a moment, in the twink- 
ling of an eye, (Luke xx, 36; I Corin- 
thians xv, 51,52.) 

“That prophecy is a part of God's 
that it is included 
in that ‘all scripture’ which is prefic- 
able for instruction (II Timothy iii, 16:) 
that it is designed for us and our chil- 
dren (Deuteronomy xxix, 29;) that so 
far from being enshrouded in impen- 
etrable mystery, lt is that which espe- 
cially constitutes the word of God a 
lamp to cur feet and a light to our path 
(Psalms cxix, 105; IIT Peter i, 19;) that 
a blessin is pronounced upon those 
who study it (Revelations.i, 1-3;) and 
that, consequently, it is to be under- 
tood by the people of God sulMfcienily 
:> show them their position in the 
world’s history, and the special duties 
required at their hands in all the great 
etochs of time. 

“That the world’s history from epeci- 
fied time dates in the past, the rise and 
fall of empires, and the chronologica! 
succession of events down to the set- 
ting up of God’s everlasting kingdom, 
are outlined in numerous great chains 
of prephecy; and that these prophectes 
are now fulfilled except the closing 
scenes. 

» “That the doctrine of the world's con- 
version and a temporary millenium is 
calculated to lull men into a state of 


now 


carnal security, and cause them to be 
overtaken by the great day of the 


Lord as by a thief in the night (J Thes-- 


solonians v, 3;) that the second coming 
of Christ is to precede, not to follow the 
millenium;. for until the Lord appears, 
the papal power, with all its abomina- 
tions is to continue (II Thessalonians 
ii, 8,) the wheat and the tares grow 
together (Mathew xiii, 29, 30-39,) and 
evil men and seducers wax worse and 
worse, as the word of God declares If 
Timothy iii, 1-13.) 

“That the mistake of the Adventists 
in 1844 pertained to the nature of the 
evnt then to transptre, not to the 
time: but that no prophetic period is 
Siven to reach the second advent, but 
that the longest one; the two thousand 
and three hundred days (Daniel viii, 
14) terminated in 1844 and brought us 


to an event called the cleansing of the 


sanctuary. 

“That the sanctuary of the new 
covenant is the tabernacle of God in 
heaven, of which Paui speaks in He- 
brews viii and onward, and of which 
our Lord, as great High Priest, is min- 
ister, that this sanctuary is the ante- 
type of the Mosaic tabernacle, and that 
the priestly work of our Lord, con- 
necter therewith is the antetype of 
the work of the Jewish priests of the 
former dispensation (Hebrews viii, 1-5, 
etc.;) that this sanctuary is to be 
cleansed at the end of the two thou- 
sand and three hundred days, 
what is termed its cleansing being, in 
this case, as in the type, simply the 
entrance of the High Priest into the 
most holy place, to finish the round 
of service connected therewith, by mak- 
ing the atonement and removing from 
the sanctuary the sins which had been 


‘transferred to it by means of the min- 


istration in the first apartment (Livit- 
icus xvi; Hebrews ix, 22, 23,) and that 
this work in the antetype, beginning 
in 1844, consists in actually blotting 
out the sins of believers (Acts: iii, 19,) 
and occupies a brief, but definite, space 
of time, at the conclusion of which the 
work of mercy for the world will be fin- 
ished, and the second advent of Christ 
will take place: 

“That God, in accordance with His 
uniform dealings with men, sends forth 
a proclamation of the approach of the 
second advent of Christ, and that this 
work is symbolized by the three mes- 
sages of Revelations, xiv, the last one 
bringing to view the work of reform 
on the law of God, that His people 
may acquire a complete readiness for 
that event. 

“That the time of the cleansing of 
the sanctuary, synchronizing with the 
time of the proclamtion of the third 
message (Revelations, xiv, 9, 19,) is @ 
time of investigative judgment, first, 
with reference to the dead, and, sec- 
ondly, at the close of probation, with 
reference to the living, to determine 
who of the myraids now sleeping in 
the dust of the earth are worthy of a 
part in the first resurrection, and who 
of its living multitudes are worthy of 
translation—points which must be de- 
termined before the Lord appears; 
because when Christ comes no time 
is given for the investigation of char- 
acter, but Christ says that His reward 
(previously determined,) is with Him, 
and then the righteous dead alone are 
raised, and the righteous living are 
changed in a moment, in the twinkling 
of an eye (I Thessalonians, iv, 16; Reve- 
lations, xx, 5, 6; I Corinthians, xv, 5l,

“That the grave, whither we shall 
tend, expressed by the Hebrew word 
sheol and the Greek word hades, is a 
place or condition, in which there is 
no work, device, wisdom, nor kKnowl- 
edge (Ecclesiasties, ix, 10.) 

“That the state to which we are re- 
duced by death is one of silence, inac- 
tivity and entire - unconsciousness. 
(Psalms cxlvi, 4; Ecclesiasties, ix, 5, 6; 
Daniel, xii, 2, etc.) 

“That out of the prison-house cf 
the grave, mankind are to be brought 
by a bodily resurrection; the righteous 
having part in the first resurrection, 
which takes place at the second com- 
ing of Christ; the wicked in the second 
resurrection, which takes place a 
thousand years thereafter. (Revela- 
tions, xx, 4-6; John v, 28-29; Acts 
xxiv, 15.) 

“That at the last trump the living 
righteous are to be changed in a mo- 
ment, in the twinkling of an eye, and 
with the resurrected righteous are to 
be caught up to meet the Lord in the 
air, so forever to be with the Lord. 
(I Thessalonians, iv, 16,17; I Corin- 
thians, xv, 51, 52.) 

‘That these immortalized ones are 
then taken :o heaven, the New Jeru- 
salem, the Father's house in which are 
many mansions (John xiv, 1-3,) where 
they reign with Christ a thousand 
years, judging the world and fallen 
angels: that is, apportioning the pun- 
ishment to be executed upon them ai 
the close of the 1000 years. (Revela- 
tions xx. 4; I Corinthians, xi, 2, 3;) that 
during this time the earth lies in a 


desolate. chaotic condition (Jeremiah 
iv, 23-27,) described, as in the begin- 
ning by the Greek term ‘abussos,’ 


‘bottomless pit,’ (Septuagint of Genesis 
i, 2:) and that here Satan is confined 


during the thousand years, (Revela- 
tions xx, 1. 2:) and here finally de- 
stroyed, (Revelations xx, 10; Malachi 


iv, 1:) the theater of the ruin he has 
wrought in the universe being appro- 
priaitely made, for a time his gloomy 
prison-house, and then the place of 
his final execution. 

“That at the end of the thousand 
years, the Lord descends with His 
people and the New Jerusalem, (Rev- 
élations xxi, 2,) the wicked dead are 
raised and come up on the surface of 
the yet unrenewed earth, and zather 
about the city, the camp of the 
saints, (Revelations xx, 9,) ard fire 
comes down from God out of heaven 
and devours them. Thev are then con- 
sumed, root and branch, (Malachi iv, 
1.) becoming as though they had ne: 
been. (Obadiah xv, 16.) In this ever- 
lasting destruction from the preseace 
of the Lord (II Thessalonians i, 9,) 
the wicked meet the ‘everlasting pun- 
ishment’ threatened arainst them 
(Matthew xxv.) 46.) which is everlas!- 
ing. death. (Romans vi, 23: Reveta- 
tions xx, 14, 15.) This is the perdition 
of ungodly men:, the fire which con- 
sumes them being the fire for which 
‘the heavens and the earth, which are 
Sh are kept in store.” which 
cehall melt even the elements with its 
intensity, and purge the earth frem 
its deenest stains, of the curse and 
sin. (II Peter, ili, 7-12.) 

“That the new heavens and a new 
earth shall spring by the power of 
God from the ashes of the old, and 
this renewed earth, with the new 
Jerusalem for its metropolis and capi- 
tal, shall be the eternal inheritance of 


the saints. the ynlace where the 
dwell evermore.” (TT 
Peter iil, : Pralms xxxvii,- 11-29: 
Matthew v. 5: Revelations. xxi. 1-5.) 


With the Seventh Day Adventists cf 
Malifornia. as elsewhere, their distine- 
tice adherence to the seventh-dav Sab- 
hath jis meade not only a matter of 
the Mosaic law, but aleo a 
point in the,expression and fulfillment 
ef the pronhecies, .

RIVAL COMPANIES LOCK HORNS BE- 
FORE THE FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


Allegations That the Wilshire Com- 
pany is Habitaally Violating 
the Ordinance While Demand- 
ing That it Be Enforced Against 
Others. 


There was a battle of bill posters be- 
fore the Finance Committee yesterday. 
For some time past there has been 
keen competition between the Wilshire 
Bill Posting Comyany and the L os Ange- 
les Bill Posting Company. The present 
ordinance provides that all bill boards 
shall be placed thirty feet back from 
the sidewalk line, and shall not exceed 
ten feet in height. A license of $25 a 
year is imposed. 

Representatives of hoth companies 
appeared before the Finance Committee 
to argue for and against 4 petition pre- 
sented by the Wilshire Company, askinz 
for certain changes in the ordinance 
and especially that the license be raised 
to $300. 

It was alleged that the Wilshire Com- 
pany habitually violates the present 
ordinance, but at the same time is con- 
stantly enlisting the assistance of the 
police to compel its observance by the 
rival company. The discussion was da 
vigorous one, but no action was taken 
by the committee. 

A request from the Meat and Milk 
inspectors for an allowance of $20 
monthly for the expense of keeping 
horses was taken under advisement.

\AT COURT HOUSEY 


BENCH WARRANTS. 


FOR TWO DEFAULTING WITNESSES 
IN THE BIRD CASE. | 


Mark B. Lewis and Bob Wankowski 
Will Have to Show Cause Why 
They Should not Be Punished 
for Contempt of Court. 


The Bird trial was not finished yes- 
terday afternoon, owing to the failure 
of two witnesses to obey subpoenaes to 
_ The remiss witnesses were 
Robert Wankewski and Mark LB. Lewis, 
both officers at the State Loan and 
Trust Bank, who were summoned by 
the defense to testify in regard to Mr. 
Griffith's signature. Judge Smith is- 
sued bench warrants for the two wit- 
nesses, placing their bond at %590 each. 

The prosecution closed its case yes- 
terday morning with the testimony of 
Mrs. Wheedon, who, with her husband, 
conducts the roadhouse known as Ca 
nary Cottage. She retold the story of 
Bird’s strange conduct on the evening 
that he spent at her house in company 
with Carmen Montez. She said Bird 
had burned a bunch of checks sign 
with J, G. Griffith’s name. He had al 
exribited a revolver and said he was 
to kill himself. 

“Did Carmen Montez say what was 
the cause of Mr. Bird’s depression on 
that occasion?” Mrs. Wheedon was 
asked on cross-examination. 

“Yes, sir: she said that he was in love 
with a young Iody who did not return 
his. aff>ction.” 

“Was that your understrndine of the 
cause of his contemplated suicide?’ 
was then asked 

eae sir; that was my understanding 

“Humph!” interfiected Mr. McComas; 
“a. case of unrequited love.” 

During the afternoon, a messenger 
boy nemed Charley Corum was placed 
unon the stand to prove that Mr. Grife- 
fifth had sent $10 to Carmen Montez 
after the first trial. as the woman testi- 
fied on the previous day. 

The boy stated that he had been sent 
by Carmen Montez with a note to Mr, 

rriffith. He took the note to Mr. Grif- 
fith’s office in the Bryson Block, and 
handed it to some man who he sup- 
posed was Mr. Griffith. but he could not 
be positive as to the identity. An ene 
velope had been given to him with in- 
structions to return it to where-the 
other had come from.

Mrs. Bird, who has heen in constant 
attendance at the trial. was placed 
upon the witness stand for a short time, 
Her testimony consisted simply in a 
denial that she had had a conversation 
with Mr. Griffith in which either of 
them had esaid anything about Rird’s 
forging a. check. 

At this stage Mr. Pendleton stated 
that he desired to put Robert Wankow- 
ski on the stand. This witness has 
handled many of Mr. Griffith’s checks 
at.the State Loan and Trust Rank. and 
is expected to testifv that he believes 
the signature on the alleged forged 
check is genuine. Mr. Waenkowski's 
name yas called. but he did not re-:

SUMPTIVES SUGGESTED, 


How an Albuquerque Physiciay 
“Thinks it Should He Conducted. 
i Taxes net Being Well Collected. 
Cold Weather Stories, 


ALBUQUERQUE (N. M.,) Jan. 23.— 
_ [Regular Correspondence.] The question 
of establishing a national sanitarium 
in this city is just now occupying the 
_atention of theughtfulpeople One of 
the local physicians, who vhas been here 
for fifteen years, and who came here 
for the benefit of his heith, ‘nuts 
forth the siartling proposition that Con- 
gress should do something for the hun- 
dreds ‘‘of -thousands of consumptives 
who. have been caught in the tofls of 
the deadly disease. He argues that tu- 
berculosis must henceforth be classed 
in the list of dangerous diseases—that 
wihile in a score of years not to exceed 
20,000 people have died from all the in- 
fectious and contagious diseases, tu- 
bercular troubles have frdrried off ‘at 
least 3,000,000‘ people. He would have 
an immense sanitarium. built, with an 
industrial department attached, where 
patients could find employment at light 
trades and receive pay for their work 
according -to- the ameunts ‘earned, He 
thinks this would also have a tendency 
to populate New Mexico, as those re- 
gaining their health would choose after 
to remain. While ‘these “ideas may be 
criticised by some, yet, in view of the 
atitude of the varipus “hoards of health 
in the larger cities and the tendency to 
quarantine persons having Tune afféc- 
tion, they are certainly worthy of soine 
consideration.

tains, a dentist is not overburdened 
with practice, there is no better way | 
of increasing it and securing the confi- 
dence of a grateful class of patients 
than by the judicious use of electricity, 
either alone, or as an adjunct to osher 
remedies.

which is a costly tabernacle for the 
sacrament. As this is constructed of 
solid silver and gold and studded with 
eany large diamonds, it has been the 
source of not a little anxiety to the 
church officials. The risk of tampering | 
has been obviated by the erection of a 
special and novel safe, which is opened , 
and closed by electric power. The! 
tabermacle is placed within a ee | 
carved marble portal, or baldacchino, | 
the supporting: columns being angels 
with swinging cemsers. Within this 
baldacchino is erected a burglar-proof 
steel safe, which can be opened and 
closed on all the three sides from which 
the tabernacle can be seen from the 
church. The safe is of Harveyized 
steel plates, one imch in thickness, and 
forming three leaves. The rear leaf 
ig stationary, the other two rotating 
about the axis of the cylinder, and 
‘Theeting when closed in a tight-fitting 
scarf joint. When the two side leaves 
are folded back they slide into positions 
overlapping each other. These leaves 
are covered with gold, and give no 
visible indication of their strength and 
solidity. Mounted on ball and roller 
bearings, they are turned by worm 
gears placed below the altar table, and 
driven by belting from an electric mo- 
tor in the basement. The whole of the 
operating mechanism, including the 


unique form of burglar-proof safe. 
altar has been erected, in the center of 


motor, is inclosed in a steel chamber [ 


of three-eighths-inch plates and pro- 
vided with a combination lock on the 
door. The mechanism is connected with 
a burglar alarm circuit, which runs to

Secret Telegraph Scunder, - 


INCE the typewriter has been intro- 

duced for general work in telegraph 

offices it has been found necessary 
to use sounders in order to make the 
clicks of the message clearly distin- 
guishable above the noise of the type- 
writing machine. The result of this, in 
many offices, has been a din of such 
deafening and merve-racking character 
as to be a serious menace to the health 
of the operators. With a view of reduc- 
ing this noise, and at the same time to 
make the message received entirely se-. 
cret, if desired, a novel secret sounder 
has been designed. This device, which 
is very light, weighing complete only 
four ounces, is inclosed in a hard rub- 
ber case, The case is attached to head 
bands of hard rubber, which keep it in 
position at the ear of the operator. 
Owing to the loudness of the sound 
as it strikes the resonating plate, mes- 
sages may be received with the sounder 
Placed on the table or desk, and in 
this way it may be used as a call, thus 
combining in ome instrument a loud

Electricity in a French Village. 


HAT an immense convenience 

electricity can be made in a sin- 

gle community is seen in a little 
village of 250 inhabitants, not far from 
Paris. A neighboring waterfall actu- 
ates the dynamos for the generation of 
current, which has entirely superseded 
the older methods of giving the village 
light.and power. Electric lights are in- 
stalled not only in the streets, but in 
the church, the houses, the stables, and 
the farm buildings. The commune is 
the owner of a large machine capable 


of threshing 900 sheaves of grain per 


hour; besides turnip cutters, crushers, 
sorters, pumps, end other agricultural 
machinery. All these are operated by 
electricity, and at a cost far helow 
what has hitherto been paid for the 
necessary power. 

Americen Machinery Leading, 

N THE occasion of the trial trip of 

a new fourm of electric freight loco- 

motive, W. J. Clark pojnted out that 
no greater tribute can be paid to Amer- 
ican engineering methods, which have 
recently been in the severest kind of 
competition with those of the first Eu- 
ropean firms than the fact that 80 per 
cent. of all the electric-railway appar- 
etus used in Europe is designed in 
America, and the American engineer 
stands today head and shoulders above 
those of any other country. Mr. Clark 
looks to an early movement in the 
lengthening of electric-freight trains, 
and @ consequent reduction in that crux 
of operating expenses, transportation 
wages. Mr. Clark also prophesies that 
within ten years, instead of steam lines 
with electric feeders being the rule, we 
shall see electrically-operated main 
lines with steam feeders through the 
sparsely settled districts, and a widely- 
extended system of suburban and jnter- 
urban electric roads in densely-popu- 
lated districts, also feeding the main 


lines. 


Fireproof Cinematocraphe. 


HE terrible fire in Paris last year, 

which was caused by an accident to 

a cinematographe, has been followed 
by so many explosions from a similar 
cause, that a strong disinclination has 
sprung up to use this and kindred 
large 
halls where a panic might lead to a 
catastrophe. This impression has led 
to the designing of a fireproof animato- 
graphe, in which if the film should be 
ignited, only a mere scrap burns, the 
remainder being sealed up in fireproof 
drums for feeding and taking up the 
strip. The English insurance companies 
commend the device highly, and bear 
witness to its safety. It is said that 
one firm which supervises the operation 
of 230 machines of this class, has, during 
the past six months, given 5450 separate 
exhibitions of animated pictures—in 
meny instances to audiences of 3000 or 
4000 people—without a single mishap, or 
any complaint whatever by fire-insur- 
ance officials.

C-Icium Carbide in Vine Disease. 
ND of the most prominent prod- 
ucts of electricity today is calcium 
carbide, which has become familiar 

to the public as the material from 

which acetylene gas is made. If ac- 
counts which have been received from 

France are confirmed, it would seem 

that this carbide is likely to be of in- 

estimable value in the protection of 
vineyards from the ravages of black 
rot.. While many of the numerous 
maladies from which the vine suffers 
have been held in check by remedies 
which would at least ameliorate the 
disease, and frequently save the vine- 
yard from destruction, the black rot 
has continued to be the eource of the 
gravest anxiety to the grape-growers. 

It is said that M. G. Rodier has just 

made public a fact which has been 


carefully guarded, but which experi- 


ments conducted last September among 
the yineyards producing some of the 
best known Sauternes, are reputed to 
have established beyond question. M. 
Rodier, in a section of his vineyard 
smitten by black rot, dusted over the 
young and still green bunches of 
grapes with powdered calcium carbide. 
A few days later, the coating of lime 
left after the disengagement of acety- 
lene by the absorption of moisture was 
brushed off, and-all the spores of the 
black rot ‘had disappeared. Should the 
experiments which are to be continued 
next season prove equally successful, a 
new application for calcium carbide 
will be orened up, of which it will be 
hard to predict the extent. 


| SCIENCE AND INDUSTRY, 


: OR some time it has been apparent 
that Japanese students, who are 
sent abroad to pursue their studies, 

are not received in foreign commercial 

circles with the cordiality with which 
their desire to inspect and learn the 
progressive methods of the West was 
formerly met. Not long ago, public 
schools, factories and workshops were 
freely placed at their disposal for in- 
spection, and to facilitate their scien- 
tific studies. It is stated that this hos- 
pitable mood on the part of foreigners 
has entirely changed since the war 
with China. There is good reason for 
the change. What this reason is can 
be very well told by American houses 
that have tried to open up business 
with Japan, but it is defined with great 
clearness by the late Prime Minister of 
Japan, the Marquis Ito, in an address, 
in which he criticises sharply the ways 
of his countrymen, and gives them the 
benefit of his experience in America 
and Europe. He says, first of all, that 
the Japanese must stop the tide of 
public and private extravagance that 
has set in with their new prosperity, 
and find out what their income is be- 
fore launching out on wild and dazzling 
schemes. He then tells them that 
their paltry policy of going out into 
the world and receiving the ‘hospitality 
and attention of the foreigner, and 
then giving him the cold shoulder 
when they think they have no further 
use for him, is as bad in business as 
it is in ethics. They must live and let 
live, and drop forthwith many of the 
insular prejudices which they still en- 
tertain—notwithstanding all the prog- 
ress which they have made—against 
foreigners. In Europe, he said, each 
nation invested in the other’s securi- 
ties, all thoughta of race being dropped 
out of sight. So it should be in Japan, 
but at present, foreigners found no 
inducement to invest their money in 
the country. Not only are they not 
weloomed, but the Japanese, who keep 
@ioof from,them, seem to fear that 
something dreadful would follow if 
thev entered into business or other 
combinations with them. He urged 
that Japan should at once take siepe 
toward perfecting her laws, so that for- 
eigners would find the most perfect se- 
eurity for their lives, their canital. 


and their property, by which they 
would be attracted to the country, and 
settle there and invest their “money. 
He protested against a narrow, shoddy 
patriotism being instilled into the 
hearts of the rising generation, and he 
insisted that the anti-foreign feeling 
of the pdst few years must be eradi- 
cated, and foreigners received with 


voraiality. 

Prismatic Lighting. 

Hit new method of lighting rooms 

and halls to whith the daylight can 

with difficulty find access, by means 
of prisms is well spoken of. Many of 
the new office buildings in large cities 
have a large proportion of apartments 
in which artificial light is necessary in 
the daytime; and, on the other hand, 
from their height they often shut out 
the daylight, as well as the air from 
adjacent buildings. In all of such cases 
prismatic lighting is especially valuable, 
as it enables natural light to be used 
instead of artificial light. The principle 
involved is purely scientific. When a 
ray of light passes from one transvaer- 
ent medium, such as glass or water, to 
another, it undergoes a change of di- 
rection, or refraction, at the surface of 
separation. This property, utilized in 
the prisms, makes it possible to deflect 
the light of day into dark rooms, base- 
ments, and other places hitherto 
shrouded in gloom, or illuminated only 
by artificial means. The prisms, of 
course, do not create light, but simply 
receive ‘the rays, and under the laws of 
refraction, divert and diffuse them uni- 
formly throughout the apartment. The 
system is said to have been used to 
much edvantage in school buildings, 
where the prevailing bad light has had 
a pernicious effect on the pupils. In 
many such instances, where gas had 
formerly to be used on dull days and 
even in bright weather the room was 
gloomy, the introduction of the pris- 
matic lighting plates into the windows 
or ceiling has caused a distinct diminu- 
tion among the pupils of depressed 
spirits, eye-strain, and consequent 
headache and indigestion, as well as 
other disturbances of nutrition and vita! 
stamina incident to bad lighting con- 
ditions. 


New Shade for Incandescent Burners. 
EAR-SHAPED glass, of artistic 
appearance, has been designed in 
Germeny as a substitute for chim- 

ney and globe with incandescent burn- 

ers. Ventilation is afforded by a circle 
of holes near the top of the glass, which 
resembles in shape the pear-like bulb 
of the electric incandescent lamp. In 
the new shade, the glare of the light is 
tempered by frosted glass, and if nec- 
essary, the burner parts can be com- 
pletely hidden by frills and saucer-like 
screens of glass. It is said that this 
shade will prove a powerful auxiliary 
to the incandescent gas light in its com- 
petition with electricity for the artistic 
lighting of rooms. It can be used— 
but only in an unright position—with 


an ordinary Welshbach mantle. 


Antitote to A’rican Ar*ow Poison, 
NE of the English officers who took 
part in the late fighting in Uganda, 
has brought home with him a piece 

of good news for African travelers. It 

is well known that one of the things 
most dreaded by explorers of the inner 
lands of Africa is the poisoned arrow 
of the savage native tribes, the points 
of which are dipped in the deadly cu- 
rare juice. During the operations of 
the recent campaign against the Kama- 
sia tribe, many of the English soldiers 
were shot by the curare-tipped shafts. 
One of army doctors; who devoted 
himself to the investigation of the 
symptoms of the patients, decided to 
attempt the production in the healthy 
subject of modified symptoms similar 
to those thew developed. One of the 
drugs employed was strychnine, which 
he found so active and efficient that he 
admir‘stered an injection of strychnine 
solution on the sufferers from the poi- 
son. The experiment was completely 
successful. The wounded men _  s0 
treated recovered in a couple of hours, 
whereas, previously, people struck by 
the poisoned arrows had always died.

Prolone'ne the Su-ply of White Pine. 

HINBERT ROTH points out that 
F the threatened exhaustion of our 

great staple in the wood market— 
white pine—can easily be averted by 
the judicious action of the owners of 
pine forests. The conditions eall for 
negative rather than positive measures. 
The remedy consists in putting less ob- 
stacles in nature’s way in starting a 
new growth, by cutting with due re- 
gard to the young aftergrowth, end 
giving it the needed protection. Let 
everything be cut that is over twelve 
iches amd there will still remain a 
heavy body of pine, which, within 
thirty to fifty years, will renew our 
supply, if protected. Some years ago 
the lumbermen of Marinette and Me- 
nominee agreed to burn the tops and 
thus avoid forest fires. An imitation 
of this wise forethought, backed by 
organization and legislation, would put 
an end to more than nine-tenths of our 
forest fires, amd where nature now suc- 
ceeds in stocking one acre, she would 
cover a dozen, and for every young 
seedling now there would be a hun- 
dred. The pine seedling of today will 
be a most welcome log for the pulp man 
in thirty years, and for the saw man 
in sixty years. Some woods can with- 
out difficulty be replaced, but it is hard 
to conceive a good substitute for white 
pine. It is in demand for everything 
where wood is wanted that is light, 
goft, easy to work amd to season, that 
shrinks and checks little, is not eaten 
by insects, gives no odor or taste, glues 
well and takes paint, oil and stain. 
The remedy for the failing supply of 
white pime is not in trying to find a 
substitute, but in forming new and 


permanent forests. 


Making Money Out of Poor Lodgers. 

OWTON HOUSE, in London, 
R which was established by Lord 

Rowton for the convenience of poor 
lodgers, is a profitable investment, pay- 
ing 5 per cent. This is a very satis- 
factory result of a social experiment 
that was attended, at first, with a gocd 
deal of umcertainty. Everything about 
the place is clean and attractive. A 
man can stay two days*and one night 
for sixpence. He may go to bed at any 
hour he likes in the evening, but he 
must be downstairs by 9 o'clock in the 
morning. There are ten fine bathrooms. 
A bath, hot or cold, with towel and 
soap, costs a penny. A foot bath, hot 
or cold, with towel amd soap, costs 
nothing. Tea or coffee cost a half- 
penny for a small cup and a penny for 
@ large cup. A slice of bread costs a 
half-penny, eggs a penny each, bloat- 


ers amd kippers the same. Pudding. 
costs a penny, hot joints fourpence,. 


cold joints threepence, and bacon two- 
pence. The price of a shave is @ half- 
penny. There is a lodgers’ wash room, 
a room for blacking boots, and a li- 
brary, which contains standard works.

“Water is coming! Get out! Get out!” 
he called, and in less than fifteen min-

A correspondent of Harper's Weekly 
gives an interesting descripiion of the 
big Morena dam, in San Diego county, 
which is the bixgest dam in America, 
and said to be the largest in the world. 
Following is an extract from the ar- 
ticle:. ; 

“But 4o return to my “catch basin’ 
3100 feet above and fifty miles from 
the sea. This basin is composed ot 
1379 acres of land. It is naturally 
walled in by mountains, except for one 
little. outlet through a cafhon, where 
flews the river which has received al 

> dhe little streams that drain, or 

tech the rain and snowi/all, from 136 
square miles (87,000 acres) of moun- 
jain land above this tract. There ts 
f great deal of water and snow in 
hese mountains, but all has been lost 

juntil now, as it dashed ‘to the sea 
‘through this cafon. A private com- 
|/pany of men, headed by E. 5. Babcock, 
/ who has already done so much for Cal- 
| jifornia, is now constructing across this 
what the engineers tell me is 
the largest dam in America, and pos- 
sibly in the world. And in doing this 
the largest blast in the world was 
touched off the other day. It was 
composed of fifty tons and 100 pounds of 
blasting powder—the largest number of 
pounds of powder ever used in a-blast, 
the famous Hell Gate blast having 
used but 50,000 pounds, or twenty-five 
tons. 

“When this catch basin is full of 
water it will have 15,226,975,170 gallons 
of waiter to hold in trust for the 
parched lands below. The great dam 
which is built across thé cafion from 
bedrock in one mountain side to bed- 


walk or drive of 500 feet. To make 
such a tremendous structure strong 
enough to withstand such pressure as 


it will have to resist, it will be made 


450 feet thick at the river surface! 
That ie. the dam will be about as 
thick through at the bottom as the 
length of twocity blocks on Broad- 
way, New York, or from Twenty- 
first to Twenty-third streets, which, 
as you will see, will be a 
very respectable artificial mountain. 
Excepting the ‘toe’ of this dam, this 
great structure is built with loose rock, 
Or, to be more explicit, the core of the 
dam, or toe wall, which is constructed 
of rock and cement, and which is 
twelve feet thick, will be backed and 
braced and continued on and up by a 
structure of rock 450 feet thick at the 
bottom, and twenty feet thick at the 
top. This great mass of broken rock 
and bouiders is dropped tand driven 
firmly into place by felling from great 
iron skins 250 feet in the air. The face 
of the dam from the toe wall will be 
carried on up in the shape of a four- 
foot masonry wall, faced on the water 
side with fourteen inches of asphaitum. 
This is to render the great artificial 
mountain impervious to water. The 
backing of rock will make the bracing 
behind this. 

“Suppose for a moment that we wished 
to dam Broadway (and there are people 
who do.) Suppose that we built from 
tue Herald building, across to the Dar- 
tholdi, beginning 115 feet below ground 
for a foundation in bedrock, mortising 
into a toe wall twelve feet thick, four- 
teen inches of asphaltum on a four-foot 


masonry wall, backed by rock work 4F0] 


feet thick—or extending from Thirty- 
fifth to Thirty-seventh streets—and car- 
ried up as high as would be a twenty- 
two-story building. * 

“Broadway would be _ thoroughly 
blocked, would it not? 

“Is there anything that could break 
through? Yes, it could be blasted out. 

“But when this great dam at Morena 
is done, we have only one of a system, 
and it is the cleverness of the system 
idea that is the main feature. 

“From Morena*there is a fall, or dif- 
ference of altitude, of 1500 feet down 
the line of the same cafion, or river- 
bed, to the next dam, eight miles fur- 
ther on, which is called Barrett's Dam. 
I suppose you will want to know what 


there can be for another dam 
afier what I have said. Well, just 
this: It is estimated thait there will 
be much more water above the big 
dam than even its great basin will 
hold, so that there is an escapement 
tunnel eight feet in diameter, and 375 
feet long, blasted through solid gran- 
ite, that will discharge an eight-foot 
stream and divert it from the catch- 
ment basin when that is full enough, 
carry the surplus around through the 
mountain itself, and empty it in the 
Same canon below the big dam, just 
at its heel. Thence it will go on its 
original way toward the sea, gather- 
ing up as it flows, also, all of the 
other streams that naturally enter the 
river on the lower level of this 1590- 
foot descent (covering eight miles in 
distance, and draining another large 
area of 114 square miles below the big 
dam.) 

“Here, again, is a dam of different 
construction, and a receiving basin, or 
reservoir, which will hold 15,630,000,000 
gallons. 

“Again, when this is full, and in 
order to gather. in the streams that rise 
in the lower foothills—and with an al- 
titude fall of 1200 more feet toward 
the sea—is. the Otay dam, built on 
still another method, which has a res-

ervoir with a capacity of 14,000,000,000° 


gallons, and these three. reservoirs will 
distribute water to reclaim and make 
great and. beautiful ranches of olive, 
orange, lemon and grapes, land which 
is now cactus, sage brush, and alkali 
waste land, parched and barren, and 
useless to man or beast.’’.

Although the so-called ‘“‘investiga- 
tion,’ by the Los Angeles Board of 
Education, of the grave accusations 
brought against certain members of 
that body have come to naught, so 
far as concerns the punishment of the 
person or persons guilty of these ot- 
fenses, the result of the investigation 
can in no just sense be construed as a 
vindication of the persons upon whom 
suspicion, and .even more than sué- 
picion, has been cast juring the prog- 
ress of the case. Instead of being 
vindicated by the coat of whitewash 
applied by the majority of the board 
to the person against whom the spe- 
cific accusations were brought, that 
member has been placed under a 
stronger presumption of guilt than be- 
fore; and not only th'‘s, but every 
member of the board who voted io 
dismiss the charges against Webb, has 
by that action brouzgat upon himself 
a strong suspicion of complicity in tne 
evil practices of which Webb stands 
technically unconvicted. 

If these men have in the past en- 
joyed any measure of public conti- 
dence, their course in this affair has 
forfeited it. They must share with 
Webb the infamy of the disgraceful 
and morally criminal régime which 
has been brought home by indubit- 
able testimony to the controlling ele- 
ment in the Board of Education. The 
failure to fix upon Webb the definite 
responsibility for the wrongs com- 
mitted will extend that responsibility 
to those whose. votes resulted in his 
non-conviction. The testimony au- 
duced was of such a character as to 
leave no doubt as to the guilt of one 
or more members of the board. Those 
who voted to exonerate the member 
specifically accused must therefore 
share with him the infamy of the ac- 
cusation. 

To the last extreme, this whole 
wretched affair is a disgrace to Los 
Angeles. If any department or fac- 
tor of the municipal government, more 
than another, should be freé from 
even the suspicion .of venality, that 
department should be the Board oi 
Education, to which is intrusted the 
sacred duty of providing for and su- 
pervising the instruction of the young. 
The men intrusted with this’ duty 
should be, above all others, men of 
high principle and of unassailable in- 
tegrity. The revelations which have 
been made during the past few weeks 
have shown beyond question that tne 
controlling faction of ithe Board of Ed- 
ucation is composed of cheap pot- 
house politicians, rather than of rep- 
utable’ and high-minded citizens. 

However humiliating this fact may 
be to the people of Los Angeles, it 
is nevertheless a fact which cannot be 
successfully denied nor evaded. Every 
good citizen must necessarily feel tha 
disgrace most keenly, but the situa- 
tion, apparently, offers no immediate 
remedy, more’s the nity.

It is evident that the ‘Examiner ce- 
porter made a bad mistake in taking 
this report. Any one who knows a 
little about the circumstances will see 
at a glance that it is absurd to give 
the “general average temperature in 
the southern part of the State for the 
month of December at 30 and 27 deg., 
respectively. If this was the general 
average temperature for the month, 
then during some portions of the 
twenty-four hours the temperatire 
must have gone down to zero, or there- 
abouts. 

The fact is that the figures given 
indicate the minimum temperature, 
which is quite another thing. Mr. 
Franklin, of the Los Angeles Weather 
Bureau, quotes the monthly mean 
temperature for December, 1895, at 
56.4 deg., and for December, 1897, at 
55.7 deg. The maximum temperature 
for the two months was 86 deg. and 
89 deg., respectively. 

As there are some localities which 
are always ready to spread information 
damaging to Southern California, it is 
well that such a radical mistake should 
not go uncorrected. ° 


A WORD TO MEDDLERS. 

The San Francisco Examiner has 
taken considerable pains to ascertain 
something that everybody in Los An- 
geles knew long ago, which is that 
the citizens of this city are in favor 
of municipal ownership of the water 


system., There never has been any. 


difference of opinion here in that re- 
gard, and no one has questioned that 
the sentiment is practically unan- 
mous. The only controversy about 
the matter has been raised by certain 
individuals in the City Council, ana 
one Mayor, who had been playing to 
the galleries, hoping to gain sufficient 
prestige to secure ieclection to ther 
present positions. 

Briefly stated the situation stands 
thus: The city of Les Angeles owns 
its own water supply. In 1868, the 
city leased its water system to a eor- 
poration under a thirty-year contract. 
That contract expires next June, 

By the terms of that instrument the 
city is to pay the water company the 
value of the improvements anda better- 
ments as they are at the expiration otf 
the lease. 

If these values can be agreed upon 
between the city and the corporation, 
well and good; if not, a board of ar- 
bitration, as set out in the contract, 
is to determine the figures. Failing in 
this of course, the whole matter wiil 
go into the courts, but it is hoped tnat 
it will not become necessary to pro- 
ceed to this last resort. 

All the preliminaries looking to the 
acquirement of the water plant by 
the city have been looked after, but 
the municipality is no better able to 
rush a settlement than it wastiveyears 
ago, or ten years ago, or the day 
after the contract was signed. ‘The 
city cannot confiscate the plant and 
the water company cannot prolong iis 
contract, and so far as indications go 
it has no intention of trying to do 
so. There is no occasion for excite- 
ment; no occasion for San Francisco 
newspaperstocanvass the city in order 
to ascertain public sentiment; no oc- 
casion for Mayor or Councilmen to 


exhibit demagogy, and no occasion for 


uneasiness. 

The city of Los Angeles is the ab- 
solute owner of its water supply, and 
when the present contract with the 
water corporation expires it will ac- 
quire the entire plant under the plain 
terms of the instrument which has 
been in force for almost thirty years.

tice to all concerned. 

As for the minority in the Council 
and the Mayor, who are crying “wolf,” 
“wolf,” without Knowing whether 
there is a wolf in sight or not, the 
citizens and taxpayers of Los Angeles 
understand precisely what their clap- 
trap amounts to, which is nil. 

Let the San Francisco press, which 
has suddenly become so solicitous 
about the welfare of Los Angeles, not 
worry; we are not going to be way- 
laid and robbed by a corporation com- 
posed of our own fellow-citizens, but 
even if we were, it is certain that we

MAYOR'S POSITION. 


EXPLAINED TO A MASS MEET- 
ING IN MUSIC HALL. 
He Thinks Arbitration on the Water 


Question Should Be Enforced — 
Forthwith. 


CARLSON IS “AGIN” THE PRESS. 


ELABORATE SET OF RESOLUTIONS 
PASSED BY THE MEETING, 


Committee on Municipal Ownership 
to Be Appointed With a Member 


from Each Ward—A Popu- 
list’s Contribution. 


A mass meeting was held last even- 
ing at Music Hall. The purpose of 
the meeting, according to the public 
announcements made beforehand, was 
to discuss the water question. The list 
of speakeis included only avowed 
Sympathizers with the plans of the 
Mayor, and the mincrity members of 
the City Council. As it was well 
understood that this would be the 
character of the meeting, the audience 
was almost entircly composed of peo- 
ple holding the same views. There 
Was no presentation of the position 
held by the majority of the City Cown- 
cil. 

The hall was well-filled, nearly eight 
hundred people being present. The 
meeting was called to order by A. W. 
Fisher, and ex-Mayor Henry T. Haz- 
ard was elected chairman by unani- 
mous vote. 

Mr. Hazard made a brief address. 
He said the meeting was one of citi- 
zens and not of partisans. Its purpose 
was not to deprive any person of his 
property. But as the city proposed 
to purchase within a few months a 
water system, it had become impor- 
tant to learn the value of the prop- 
erty about to be bought. He depre- 
cated the idea that the city should 
seek to obtain the property at one 
dollar less than its real value, but, on 
the other hand, it should not pay 
more than the real value. A price of 
$5 must not be put on a piece of pipe 
worth 50 cents. The demand of the 
water company was that the city 
should pay $3,000,000 for its plant. The 
City Engineer had estimated that the 
Plant was worth barely more than one- 
third of this sum. 

Mr. Hazard then said that the ap- 
pointment of a secretary would be in 
order, and Charles H. O'Neill was 
nominated by one of the San Francisco 
Call correspondents and elected. 

MAYOR SNYDER’S ADDRESS. 

The first speaker introduced by the 
chairman was Mayor Snyder. He spoke 
as follows: 

“This mass meeting, called to discuss 
the water question, is of very great 
importance. The water question is near 
to the hearts of all good citizens. Long 
have they looked forward to the time 
when the city shall take possession of 
its plant. Municipal ownership of the 
water plant was the issue in the lag® 
campaign. When the people cast their’ 
ballots they voted for the men whom 
they believed to be true to the people , 
and the people’s interests. 

“It is an unfortunate thing for the. 
city that the Mayor should be referred 
to by the press as a demagogue and 
as playing to the galleries, when he is 
simply trying to carry out his pledges. 
to the people. It is unfortunate for thé 
city that when defending the rights 
of the people he should be referred to 
as an advocate of the confiscaion of 
property.. I never advocated confisca- 
tion of the water company’s plant. On 
July 12 of last year when I sent a 
message to the Council urging immedi- 
ate action, the sincerity of my motives 
was attacked by the press. It was 
said I was playing to the galleries. 
But my position on the water ques- 
tion is so well known that with all 
thinking citizens such criticisms can 
have no weight, and [I pass them by. 

‘The city’s contract with the water 
company expires on July 22. Only six 
months remain in which to carry out 
to be un- 
derstood as saying that the company 
has no rights. On the contrary, it has 
certain moral, if not legal, rights under 
the contract, which should be respected 
by the city, and the city’ has certain 
rights which must be respected by the 
company. If the city fails to reach @ 
settlement by reason of #ie companys 
failure to comply with the contract by 
appointing an arbitrator, it will be the 
city’s duty to take possession of the 
plant. No one can question this. There 
is not a word in the contract which is 
opposed to this position, The contract 
says that the company shall make im- 
provements and turn them over to the 
city at the expiration of the contract. 
I claim that the city of Los Angeles 
is a solvent corporation, and that the 
company can recover every dollar it 
is entitled to. The company is merely 
a trustee and as such has no right to 
say anything about the operation of 
the plant after the expiration of the 
contract. When the city entered into 
the contract it was evidently under- 
stood that the company should not fe- 
tain possession one day after the ex 
piration of the contract. Otherwise the 
revenue would go into the pockets of 
the company’s stockholders instead of 
to the taxpayers. 

“I have been asked what is the dif- 
ference between myself and the Coun- 
cil. I believe that the Council should 
have taken steps six months ago to 
ascertain the price to be paid the water 
company. Then, if the company failed 
to agree it should have been notified 
that the city would appoint an arbi- 
trator.” 

The Mayor then read from the con- 
tract the provision that the city shall 
pay for the improvements thirty years 
after the date of the instrument. He 
insisted that this could not be done un- 
less the city had previously ascertained 
the sum to be paid. He again alluded 
to the criticisms made upon his utter- 
ances, but a@ssured the audience that 
he did not question the sincerity ™ 
the good motives of those who dif- 
fered with him. He declared his in- 
tention to adhere to his position, even 
though denounced as a demagogue and 
an anarchist by every paper from San 
Francisco to San Diego. 

Prolonged applause followed the con- 
clusion of the Mayor’s remarks. 

CITY ENGINEER DOCKWEILER. 

Mr. Hazard then aalled to the plat- 
form City Engineer Dockweiler, who 
prefaced his address with a review of 
the agitation over the water question 
in 1892, when Mr. Hazard was Mayor. 
He spoke at length of the estimate of 
the value of the water company’s 
plant made by him last year. That 
estimate he believed must be the basis 
of the final settlement with the com- 
pany. 

Mr. Dockweiler declared himself in 
accord with the Mayor’s opinion that 
an arbitrator should be appointed 
now by the city. 


GRIDER MAKES MOTIONS. 
Councilman Grider followed. 
think,” he said, “that every one knows 
my position. Myself and Mr. Hutchi- 
Son have made. most.of-the-motions- 
in the Council.” He reviewed at some 
length, and with considerable inac- 


,curacy the proceedings of the Council 


during the past year relative to the 
water question. 
AGIN THE PRESS. 

Milton Carlson was the next speaker. 
He led off with a denunciation of the 
“muzzled press,”’ which elicited frantic 
applause. After ‘some general re- 
marks in advocacy of the Mayor's 
views, he presented the following reso-. 
lutions: 

‘Whereas, all of the great political 
divisions jn October, 1896, pledged their 
several nominees for municipal offices to 
work for the public ownership control 
and operation of the water distributing 
plant, now held by the Los Angeles City 
Water Company, under lease; and, 
whereas, provision should be nade 
whereby the city will be enabled to 
purchase the betterments to its plant 
at the expiration of its contract; there- 
fore, be it | 

“Resolved, first, that the people of 
Los Angeles. in non-partisan mass meet- 
ing assembled, deprecate the division in 
the City Council on the policy that 
should be pursued in making prepara- 
tions for the purchase of the improve- 
ments placed on said water system by 
the water company. 

“Resolved, second, that the Council 
be requested to forthwith legally notify 
the water company that the impreve- 
ments placed upon the system beyoud 
what is necessary absolutely to the 
maintenance of same, until the expira- 
tion of the lease, is contrary to puovlic 
policy, as many of the improvements 
are entirely unnecessary for the said 


»spurpose of maintenance, and do not 


accord with the plan for a waiter sys- 
tem for the municipality as outlined by 
the engineering department of the city. 

“Resolved, third, that the Council be 
requested to invite the Mayor and the 
City Engineer to participate in al) fu- 
ture negotiations with the water coim- 
pany. 

“Resolved, fourth, that inasmuch as 
the subject matter of water is one of 
vital importance to each and ®very cit- 
izen, to the end that an entirely ade- 
quate and complete system may be ob- 
tained at as early a date as possible un- 
der municipal control and operation, it 
is, therefore, deemed advisable that a 
pegmanent organization should be se- 
cured to represent the citizens directly 
in this all-important matter, to co- 
operate with the Council to pring about 
the result without any unnecessary ce- 
ay. 

“Therefore, a. committee is hereby 
named to be known as the Citizens’ 
Committee on Municipal Ownership; 
said committee to consist of one mem- 
ber of each ward and the chairman of 
this meeting to be ex-officio a mem- 
af the committee and to name such 
committee within @ reasonable tire. 

‘Resolved, fifth, that we tender our 
thanks to all public officials that have 
thus far in this struggle upheld. the 
rights of the people, and remained true 
to their pledges; “that we extend our 
thanks to all newspapers, whether 
published here or eleewhere, for. as- 
sisting the people in this contest. ve 

The resolutions were adopted, though 
one or two dissenting votes were 
given. 

HUTCHISON ORATES. 

Councilman Hutchison followed. He 
reviewed the history of the water com- 
pany and described the plant. His re- 
marks were a repetition of his utter- 
ances on various previous occasions. 
No new arguments were advanced, but 
the audience applauded vigorously. 

After some remarks by Mr. Hazard, 
Ernest Abs Hagen was introduced. 
He read a prepared statement and laid 
stress upon the fact that the water 
company’s plant is utterly inadequate 
to the city’s needs. He declared it the 
most worthless water system possessed 
by any city in the United States. 

Dr. William M. Johnston followed. 
In the course of his remarks he took 
o¢casion to pay a high tribute to Her- 
man Silver, President of the City Coun- 
cil, whom-he declared to be a man 
whom all the money of the water com- 
pany could not buy. 

Mr. Silver’s high reputation among 
the intelligent people of the city is 
well known, and the reception § ac- 
corded to Dr. Johnston’s remarks was 
highly significant of the character of 
the audience. There was a faint rip- 
ple of applause, in which hardly a 
dozen people joined, and it was in- 
stantly followed by hisses. 

A POPULIST’S VIEWS. 

The last speaker of the evening was 
Ww. C. Bowman, a Populist, whose 
claim to fame rests upon the fact 
that he was once an unsuccessful can- 
didate for Congress. He said that he 
knew nothing about the water ques- 
tion, but the audience evidently con- 
sidered this no disqualification. Mr. 
Bowman -occupied his time with a 
presentation of some of the principles. 
of the Populist party, having about. 
as much relevancy to the water ques- 
tion as to the doctrine of predestina- 
tion. Everything went, however, and 
he was repeatedly and enthusiastically 
applauded.

SANTA MONICA, Jan. 29.—[{Regular 
Correspondence.}] The proposition to 
build a driveway along the coast from 
San Pedro to Redondo has renewed 
interest here in the scheme io connect 
Redondo and this town by way of the 
beach. The great obstacle in the way is 
the entrance to what was a few years 
ago intended to be Ballona Harbor, Pre- 
vious to that time there wus a bar along 
the line of the beach over which it was 
easy to drive at low tide.

GOLD MINING IN KOREA. 


VALUABLE CONCESSION GRANTED 
TO AMERICANS. 


American Machinery to De Imported 
for Working the Mines—Native 
Labor Employed at Small Cost 
to the Concessionatires, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TOTHE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—[Exciusive 
Dispatch.] The report of Consul-Gen- 
eral Horace N. Mann, at Seoul, Korea, 
gives full information concerning the 
United States gold-miners’ concession 
in that country. The report Says the 
gold district is twenty-five miles in 
width and includes the ricnest 'coun- 
try inoKorea. The concession is for 
twenty-five years, and includes. the 
right to mine other minerals. John 
R. Morse, who has the concession, hag 
granted a sub-concession to another 
American, Leigh Hunt, who has suc 
ceeded in interesting American capital 
to such an extent that the sub-coém- 

pany is about to discard a mill sent 
to the Korean government ten years 
ago by a San Francisco firm, and will 
shortly install a modern and carefully 
selected mill of forty stamps. 

The whole country has been hotiey- 
combed by native miners in the past 
and to promote further prospecting, 
these people are givén mining rights 
for one year on the new property. 
Korean miners are patient, strong, en- 
during and easy to deal with. ‘wher 
Wages are about 40 cents a aay in sil- 
ver (equal to about 20 cents in gold,) 
and the supply is ample, 

The report says water is the great~ 
est obstacle. and when it comes in too 
great quantities to ve bailed out, the 
shaft is abandoned. In one place the 
assertion is made that the machinery 
sent from America has been so poor 
as to discourage purchasers. One 
pump from a San Francisco firm is 
said to have been good only for old 
iron, and Mann says that further ma- 
chinery is to be obtained from Chis 
cago. There are now cight Americans 
working in the mines. 

Another report from the same Con- 
sul says it is now probable, as Puget 
Sound lumber has pbeen so satisfaé- 
tory, that ties and piles for a new 


railroad may be imported from the 
Pacific Coast. 


TROUBLE IN THE CHURCH. 


Archbichop Hennesey Disobeys the 
Papal Ablegate. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Jan. 29.—A special from 
Washington says that Mgr. Martinelli, 
the Papal ablegate, is experiencing his 
first difficulty in the administration 
of his delicate office. It,is the result 
of friction between Archbishop John 
Hennessey of Dubuque, Iowa, and the 


people of Corpus Christi at 
Fort Dodge, Iowa. 

Very Rev. Thomas Lenihan, pastor 
at Fort Dodge, was, promoted two 
years ago to the Bishopric of Chey- 
enne, Wyo. As pastor of Corpus 
Christi, he was one of the irremovable 
rectors of Archbishop Hennessey’s dio- 
cese. He was also the Archiepiscopal 
dean of the counties of Boone, Storey, 
Marshall, Hamilton, Hardin and 
Greene. Upon his promotion many 
applicants. sought this desirable pas- 
torate, but Archbishop Hennessey re- 
fused to appoint a successor. 

Subsequently the Archbishop an- 
nounced that the large and wealthy 
parish of Fort Dodge would be divided 
into three smaller ones. The citizens 
held an indignation meeting and for- 
warded a protest to Mgr. Martinelli, 
who notified bishop Hennessey to 
suspend the subdiv:sion of the diocese 
until the delegate court could pass 
upon the merits of the case. 

In reply, Archbishop Hennesey wrote 
a brief note to Mgr. Martinelli, stating 
that he declined to xwccept this advice, 
as there was no necessity for outside 
interference, since he was vested with 
full authority as an archbishop to de- 
cide all such matters for himself. Mer. 
Martinelli was affronted at this curt 
disregard of his authority and imme- 
diately wrote and commanded that the 
proceedings should be suspended im- 
diately. No reply has been received 
from Dubuque. 

It is maintained that while ordinarily 
an Archbishop is vested with plenary 
authority, the wishes of his parishion- 
ers are entitled to fuil consideration. 
If the canonical reservations are not 
complied with, it is held that the del- 
egate court is permitted to set aside 
a decree.

COAL FAMINE. 


DEALERS SAY THAT THE SITUA- 
TION IS VERY GRAVE. 


Southern Pacific Officials Take a 
Different View and Say There is 
_ an Ample Supply in Sight—Prices 

‘ are on the Rise. 


There is a scarcity of coal in the city 
just at present, although it is asverted 
that there is no real cause for alarm, 
as supplies are on the road that will ar- 
rive here in a very few days. 

The Southern Pacific officers say there 
is no occasion for uneasiness, as there 
is plenty of coal in sight. They report 
that the steamship San Mateo arrived 
in port yesterday morning with 4000 
tons of coal aboard. This coal comes 
from British Columbia, and will be 
used by the Southern Pacific Company. 
They report that, though they have to 
pay a duty on coal from British Co- 
lumbia, it costs them less per ton laid 
down here in Los Angeles chan coal 
brought from New Mexico. 

A more serious view is taken by some 
of the coal dealers. Edward &. Kel- 
lam, president of the Diamond Coal 
Company, said last evening that the sit- 
uation is the most serious that has ever 
been known in the history of the city. 

“In all Southern California,’”’ said Mr. 
Kellam, “there is only enough coal for 
three days’ supply. The usual price of 
coal is $10 per ton, but it re today 
to $15, and will probably be $20 on Mon- 
day. No coal is coming in from New 
Mexico, because the Santa Fé is dis- 
abled by the tunnel disaster, and the 
Southern Pacific has no cars to spare. 
So many vessels have been diverted to 
the Klondike trade that there are none 
to bring coal from the north. To make 
the situation worse’ the supply of wood 
in the city is practically exhausted. 
Wood could be brought from the coun- 
try, but the railroad has no cars to 
spare. The Santa Fé has gobbled up 
all the coal it could lay hands on for 
use east of Barstow. West of Barstow 
the engines use oil.” 

Mr. Kellam said also that the South- 
ern Pacific had not much coal on hand, 
but in this he was apparently mistaken. 


POLICE COURT CASES. 


Minor Offenders Fined and Other- 
wise Punished. 

Richard Ballerino and M. Lavin, two 
men who placed slabs of sidewalk pav- 
ing stone against the door of a China- 
town crib and then thrashed the in- 
mate for objecting, were found guilty 
of disturbing the peace by Justice 
Owens yesterday, and will be sentenced 
tomorrow. Alfredo Gallardo, a feeble- 
minded Mexican who was also mixed 
up in the case, was discharged as it 
was evident that he was not respon- 
sible for the minor part ‘which he 

played. 

F. Rodriguez, a Mexican, was fined $3 
for drunkenness by Justice Morrison, 
and gladly accepted the chain-gang al- 
ternative. As he is on old offender, ke 
expected a severer sentence. 

Cc. J. Morrison, James Nolan and 
Frank von Kalkau, three men who be- 
came belligerent on Thursday night 
last, were sentenced to pay fines of $15 
or serve fifteen days in the chain gang 
for disturbing the peace of First street 
near Spring. 

James Trossollo and E. T. Eagle dal- 
lied with the twenty-minute’_ stop 
watches of the police, and were fined 
$2 and $1, respectively, for violating the 
hitching ordinance, 

J. C. Davis, an employé of the Wil- 
shire Bill Posting Company, was found 
guilty of malicious mischief by Justice 
Morrison yesterday, and will be sen- 
tenced tomorrow. Davis persisted in 
pasting a “This.space to let” sign 
over an advertisement of the Burbank 
Theated posted by the Los Angeles Bill 
Posting Company. 


END OF BANKERS’ ALLIANCE. 


Insurance Company That Cannot 
Pay Its Debts. 

The Bankers’ Alliance Insurance 
Company has filed application for the 
appointment of a receiver, giving its 
assets at $96,050.90, of which $15,000 is in 
cash, $10,000 on deposit with the State 
Treasurer, and $70,000 in notes and 
other securities, of which three-fourths 
is said to uncollectable. 

The liabilities are put at $120,000, of 
which $46,690 is in the form of policies 
issued on the lives of persons now dead, 
and $58,375 is in claims which have been 
filed but not determined upon yet. 

Policy-holders are offered reinsurance 
in a Chicago company. 


SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 


A Los Angeles Company Developing ; 


a Gold-bearing Ledge. 

SANTA BARBARA, Jan. 29.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.} The Summer- 
land Oil and Mining Company, which 
is composed of Los Angeles men, re- 
cently organized with H. L. Williams 
of Summerland as manager, is about 
to develop a gold-bearing ledge on 
the Ortega Rancho, which assays $5 
and upward per ton. The ledge is re- 
ported to be forty feet wide. On mil- 
lion dollars is the capital stock of 
the company.

Wright of Sacramentb, A. B. Wilde 
of Oakland and James Agler of Og- 
den, were a party of Southern Pa- 
cific officials which arrived here late 
Thursday night by special train, on a 
tour of inspection. The party  pro- 
ceeded to Ellwood yesterday morning 
and returned to Saugus en route for 
the North in the forenoon. 

The steamer Santa Rosa arrived yes- 
terday afternoon with twenty-seven 
tons of freight and eight passengers 
for this port.

CITIZENS WORKING HARD TO SE- 
CURE A WATER SUPPLY. 


Need of Better Protection Againsi 

Fire—NMuch Petty Thicving—Ho- 
bos Ordered Gut of Town—New 
Stamp Mill to Be Erected, 


RANDSBURG, Jan. 26.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The project of providing Rands- 
burg with a water supply to be used in case 


of fire, has taken shape, and a subscrip- 
tion-list of $2400 has been pledged to put 
the plan into execution. After the eommit- 
tee appointed by the citizens’ committee 
last week had spent two days and raised 
nearly $2000, they reported to the Citizens’ 
Committee at a special meeting. It was then 
decided to call a meeting of the subscribers 
and submit the matter to them. This was 
done, and the meeting was well attended, a 
large proportion of the money subscribed be- 
ing represented. 

Tis mass meeting unanimously indorsed 
the project and decided to go ahead at once, 
electing a committee of five to take charge 
of and prosecute the work to a speedy con- 
Jo Petrich is treasurer of the fund. 
He is a well-known business man and any 
funds sent to him will be put to the best 
use for future fire protection. 

Subscriptions are still coming in and more 
are needed to complete the work. Today the 
full committee located the reservoir site. 
The p pe-line will be measured and staked off 
tomorrow by Engineer H. K. Wheeler, who 
is one of the committee, and by the next 
day it is expected that men wiil be put to 
work diggnig the trenches for the pipe line. 

It is not yet determined whether the tank 
shall be wood or iron, and wmanuficturers 
have been written to to get prices of each. 
It is thought that a wooden tank can be con- 
structed for less money and the evaporation 
would be less than with iron. 

The town has also decided to organize un- 
der the act of March, 1881, in’ regard to 
water regulations in unincorporated towns 
and villages, and has sent a petitoin to the 
Board of Supervisors, asking the appointment 
of three men to act as Fire Commissioners 
of this place. The names of John C. Quinn, 
August Carpenter and Ed Hammond, Jr., 
were sent with the petition as the choice of 
the people for the first Board of Fire Com- 
missioners. This move would xive probably 
$500 more by assessment and taxation. 

SLOWLY REBUILDING. 

Rebuilding is not going on so rapidly as 
was expected, but in a little tume nearly al] 
those who were burned out wil! rebuild. 
Hammond's store is about completed and he 
has resumed business. Mr. Montgomery 
saved a large part of his stock in the cellar 
attached to his store, and is now doing busi- 
ness in the office of Justice Maginnis until 
such time as he can rebuild.

BANK CLEARINGS. The bank clear- 
ings of the principal cities of the coun- 
try for the week ended yesterday show 
an average increase of 33.9 per cent 
over the corresponding week of last 
year, there being only one city in the 
list which shows a decrease. Seattle 
has forged still farther ahead, with 
the remarkable increase of 333.5 per 
cent., and clearings of $1,682,444, which 
is Jarger than the clearings of Los An- 
geles for the week, the latter amount- 
ing to $1,244,590. Tacoma follows Seat- 
tle with an increase of 131 per cent., 
and Portland, Or., shows an increase 


of 60.3 per cent. 

THE BANKERS’ ALLIANCE. A 
_. guit. was recently commenced against 

the Bankers’ Alliance of this city, by 
a policy-holder, whereupon the direc- 
tors decided to wind up the affairs of 
the company, which will within a few 
days be in the hands of a receiver. 

The Bankers’ Alliance is a mutual 
insurance association which has been 
working during the past few years un- 
der what is known as the “‘natural pre- 
mium” plan. Laxity of management in 
the past, and a rapid but natural in- 
crease of deaths, which should have 
been foreseen and provided for have led 
to inability on part of the company to 
meet the claims against it, and those 


who hold such claims will have to 
suffer. 
The officials of the company state 


that the claims against the alliance, 
“including good, bad and indifferent,” 
(without specifying the amount of each 
class,) amount to about $120,000; also 
that the assets of the alliance, “includ- 
ing good, bad and indifferent,” (again 
without specifying the amount of each 
class,) amount toa little less than $100,- 
000. This is as close a Statement as 
can be secured at present. It is ex- 
pected that a receiver wil! be appointed 
on Tuesday," and within a few days 
thereafter it is promised that an exact 
statement of the financial standing of 
the alliance will be presented to the 
court. 

While those who heve recently died, 
Whose friends hold claims against the 
company, will be losers, it is claimed 
that provision has been made to pro- 
tect the interests of liying policy-hod- 
ers, of whom there are between five 
and six thousand. It is announced by 
cireular that arrangements have been 
made with the Chicago Guarantee Life 
Society to issue its policies to all policy- 
holders of the Fankers’ Alliance in 
good standing. At the request of The 
Times, the secretary of the Bankers’ 
Alliance has furnished the following 
statement in regard to this arrange- 
ment, which is published as a part of 
the failed association’s statement of its 
own case: 

“The Chicago Guaranty Fund Life 
Society, with the home office in Chi- 
cago, Ill., has been doing business since 
1887, It has been progressing steadily 
from the date of imeorporet.on up 
the present time. It has paid in losses 
up to Deeember 31, 1896, $116,000. It had 
axsets at that date of over $225,000. It 
was examined during the past year by 
the insurance commissioners of the 
States of Ohio, Illinois and Georgia. 
The examination was made into the 
minutest details. The report given by 
these examiners is of the most flatter- 
ing character. The investments com- 
prising the reserve fund consist of in- 
terest-bearing securities, which can be 
sold any day in Chicago for more than 
their par value. 

“The officers are men of eminent abil- 
ity and very conservative every way. 
The only fault found with them by the 
insurance commissioners who made the 
examination was that they. were too 
conservative in regard to the amount 
of business which they obtainea. 

“It was through this information that 
arrangements were made whereby they 
were induced to take the policy-holders 
of the Bankers’ Alliance at the age at 
which they entered the latter company. 
and without any reéxamination, giv- 
ing these new members the benefits of 
their magnificent reserve fund, as well 
as a policy which is much more advan- 
tageous in every way than the pclicy 
they had with the Bankers’ Alliance. 
The premium rates are a little lower 
than the natura] premium rates of the 
Bankers’ Alliance. It is a matter of 
congratulation to all members of the 
Bankers’ Alliance ‘that their policies 
should-be taken by a company having 
the ability to carry through the con- 
tracts as well as the Chicago Guaranty 
Fund Life Society. . 

“The former policy-holders of the 
Bankers’ Alliance will receive in due 


course of mail policies written by the. 


Chicago Guaranty Fund Life Society, 
together with a receipt from that asso- 
ciation for the premiums paid to the 
Bankers’ Alliance up to date of matur- 
ity. In fact, the Chicago ‘society takes 
the policy-holders of the Bankers’ Alli- 
ance and places them in a much better 
condition, considering their reliability 
and security, than could ever have been 
attained by the Bankers’ Alliance. 
Upon the receipt and acceptance of the 
policies the Chicago Guaranty Fund 
Life Society assumes the risks and does 
so without requiring a reéxaminition 
and accepts the policy-holders at the 
Same age as given at date of entry in 
the Bankers’ Alliance, giving them 
rates correpsonding with that age.” 
The rates in the Chicago society will 
be somewhat higher than the rates at 
present charged by the Bankers’ Alli- 
ance, but it is pointed, out by the offi- 
cials of the alliance that, in any case, 
it would have been necessary to raise 


the rates of the alliance this year, in. 


order to meet the claims against the 
company. 

In the annual statement and report 
of examination of the Chicago Guar- 
antee Fund Life Society, issued by the 
insurance departments of Illinois, Ohio 
and Georgia, there is shown assets on 
December 31, 1896, of $244,981, all but 
$24,000 of which are in bonds, mort- 
Yages and cash. The liabilities of the 
same date are given at $41,514, leaving 
a surplus over the liabilities of $203,466. 
The income is given at $175,054, and the 
disbursements, including $100,440 death 
claims, at $163,831. The insurance in 
force on the date quoted is given at 
$7,581,000. 

t thus appears that policy owners in 
the Bankers’ Alliance are protected by 
this @rrangement, and may consider 
themselves as fortunate in coming out 
so well, especially in regard to the 
agreement of the Chicago society to ac- 
cept the old examinations of the Bank- 
ers’ Alliance. When the New York Life 
took over the Massachusetts Henefit 
Seciety last year, new examinations 
were required, which some of the policy 
owners were unable to pass, and the 
Sure was the case when the Mutual 
Reserve of New York took over the Bay 
State Association. : 

The present failure adds another to 
the numerous lessons that have been 
vrec@ived by the American public dur- 
ing the past few years of the shortcom- 
ings of mutual insurance associations. 
Insurance has become an almost exact 
science. To successfully conduct a life 
insurance institution requires great ex- 
perience and ability, as well as ample 
capital. These mutual associations can 
rum along all right for the first few 
years, while payments on policies 
largely exceed the death rate, but as 
seen as the death rate begins to climb 
up, and claims come crowding in, they 
too often find themselves in the unfor- 
tunate position which the Bankers’ 
liance ocoupies today. This whole 
soheme of a company attempting to do 
Business without capital of its own is a 
Gelusion and a snare; amd it becomes 
something worse when the money of 
innocent persons is made away with. 

As soon as the official report of the 


receiver shall have been filed, The 
Times will have something more to 
say on this subject. 


COMMERCIAL. 

ALASKA FISHERIES. Even in the 
Alaska fisheries, it has already heen 
found necessary to begin to exercise 
more care in preserving the fish, for 
fear that the supply may run out. 

First, the Sacramento River salmon 
began to give out, then those in the 
Columbia River began to décrease in 
quantity, and now, as stated, «ven 
Alaska fishermen find that the salmon 
supply of that country, large as it is, 
is not entirely inexhaustible. 

The latest thing in the Alaska fishing 
business is the establishment of hatch- 
erles. W. B. Bradford, secretary of the 
Alaska Packers’ Association, writes to 
a San Francisco trade paper as follows 
in regard to this new departure: 

“Appreciating the necessity that the 
large number of fish which were t:eken 
demanded at some points to assist na- 
ture, we established in the spring 
1896 a large hatchery at Karluk Fiver, 
Kadiak Island, and, contrary to ihe 
belief of many experienced persons, and 
also the trial which was made in 1892, 
that the fish could not be successfully 
hatched, we have been enabled to turn 
out 3,000,000 fry this season. As suc- 
cess is now assured, we shall proceed 
.to place hatcheries at several ciher 
points, as the utility of the same nes 
been demonstrated on both the Colum- 
bie and Fraser rivers. 

“J. C. Calbreath, at Point Ellis, Kuiu 
Island, on Chatham Strait has had a 
hatchery in operation for several, vears, 
and he claims remarkable success. 

“These two are the only ones of the 
canning people who have been solicitous 
and far-sighted enough to take up this 
work of fish-hatching, so as to be sure 
of putting back as much and more fish 
life than they have taken out. 

“Fearing that the streams were being 
robbed of salmon by the use of dams, 
barricates. ete., driven and erected 
across them by the cannere oth ors 
Congress passed a law in March, 1899, 
prohibiting this under a penalty of $250 
per day. Inspectors of salmon fisheries 
have been appointed from year io year 
to enforce the provisions of this act: 
but this has been a farce from the be- 
ginning until-now. 

“Two firms have for many years heen 
sending out fleets of vessels for cod. 
Large portions of their catch have been 
taken in waters around the Shumagin 
Islands and in Bering Sea. This fish is 
caught in the sontheastern section and 
all around the coast. 

“Hal‘but abound and a beginning has 
been made in shipping in ice to various 
points East. 

“One establishment at Killisnoo has 
been, handling the herring for its oil 
‘and the residuum turned into guano, or 
fertilizing material. It is the Alaska 
Oil and Guano Company, Carl Spubhn, 
president. This gentleman has kindly 
furnished the following: 

“Catch of herring, season 1896, 25.750 
barrels, 90.650 gallons oil, 550 tons 
guano; total value, $35,000. 

“They put up some salt codfish and 
salmon bellies and Boo half-harrels salt 
herring, of the value of $3000. 

“They fished with one gang, employ- 
ing one steamer, from August 27 to 
November 7, employing 35 white men, 
40 natives, 5 Japanese and 3 Chinese. 
This is not near up to the capacity of 
this plant, because nrices have heen too 
low. Right row they are running to their 
utmost, and expect an output of 700 900 
gallons of oil and 1200 tons of guano. 

“This company has _industriously 
worked up a market for their guano, 
and is rewarded by large orders from 
those who have proved its value.” 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


USES OF SEAWEED. Reference 
was recently made in The Times to the 
fact that seaweed is extensively util- 
ized in several European countries as 
a fertilizer, and it was suggested that 
a similar use might be made of it in 
this section. There are other uses for 
seaweed besides that of fertilizing. 
The seaweed from which kelp, iodine 
and other useful substances are ob- 
tained is a most useful marine plant. 
Kelp is a crude alkaline matter, pro- 
duced by the combustion of seaweeds. 
These are dried in the sun and then 
burned in shallow excavations at a 
low heat. The Boston Traveler says: 

“About twenty or twenty-four tons 
of seaweed yield one ton of kelp. Kelp 
is composed of chloride of sodium, 
carbonate of soda, sulphate of soda 
and potash, chloride of potassium, 
iodine of potassium or sodium, insolu- 
ble ealts, and coloring matter. t used 
to be the great source of soda, but a+. 
better quality is now obtained from 
the composition of sea salt. A ton of 
good kelp will yield about eight pounds 
of iodine, large quantities of chloride 
of potassium, and also by destructive 
distillation, a large quantity of vola- 
tile oil, from four to fifteen gallons of 
paraffin oil, three or four gallons of 
naphtha and from one and a half to 
four hundred weight of sulphate of 
ammonia. There are twelve factories 
in Scotland, chiefly at Glasgow, and 
two in Ireland, producing together 130 
tons of iodine annually from this 
source, and ten or twelve in Finisterre, 
the northwesternmost department of 
France, that produce fifty tons. Oxen, 
sheep and deer seek the Fucus vesiculo- 
sus on the* seashore in winter, when 
other supplies are scarce; in the 
Swedish province of Gothland it is 
boiled and mixed with a little coarse 
flour as food for hogs; and in Norway, 
Fucus serratus is used as food for cat- 
tle, generally sprinkled with a little 
meal.”

NEW YORK MARKETS, 


Shares and Money. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Jan. 29.—At the open- 
ing the stock market today looked as 
chuugh the orders accumuiated by com- 
mission houses to sell and take profits. 
First sales were very generally at a 
fraction below last night’s prices, and 
2000 shares of New York Central 
thrown from the market drove the 
price of that stock down %. The mar- 
ket sieadied almost immediately and 
recovered gradually to above last 
night’s level, net gains being, however, 
unequal. Lake Shore was most con- 
spicuous, rising 6% points to 194% on 
the reported plan to exchange $200,000 
of New York Central 3 per cent. de- 
benture bonds for $100,000 of Lake 
Shore stock. New York Central ulti- 
mately tended strongly upward after 
wavering somewhat. There was also 
some taking of profits on the advance 
due to doubis, as to how far the stock 
would be allowed to benefit from Lake 
Shore’s surplus earnings, which, it was 
rumored, would be applied to a sink- 
ing fund for the bonds issued in pay- 
ment. 

Pacific preferred continued to ad- 
vance on well-defined rumors that an 
additional dividend is in prospect. 
Denver and Rio Grande preferred and 
a number of less prominent stocks 
showed notable gains. These elemenis 
of strength served to sustain the mar- 
ket, and to counteract some ten- 
dencey to sluggishness and heaviness 
in the general list, so that net gains 
were achieved in most stocks, though 
they are small outside the special 
cases mentioned. 

Quotations from London this morn- 
ing showed some depression in the 
market for Americans there, which 
was attributed to the apprehension 
awakened in the British mind by yes- 
terday’s vote on the Teller resolution. 

The week opened with a continued 
tendency toward a reaction, and the 
hesitating tone in the dealings on 
Monday gave way to very positive 
weakness upon the announcement that 
the Maine had been ordered to Ha- 
vana. This sharp decline seemed to 
clear the speculative situation by giv- 
ing the shorts an opportunity to cover 
and by shaking out the weaker nar- 
row-margined holdings, which were re- 
garded as a menace to the success 
of any movement for an advance. The 
week’s statements of railroad earn- 
ings have been, as a rule, very favor- 
able, notably Northern Pacific and 
Pennsylvania, published today, the 
latter being regarded as an especially 
reliable index of the country’s railroad 
business. All of the securities of the 
Kansas and Texas Company have 
been very strong during the week on 
the improved financial condition 
shown by reports for the year thus 
far. The bull operators made use of 
reports in anticipation of the Presi- 
dent’s speech on Thursday night, and 
some of Friday’s selling was due to 
realizing upon the delivery of the 
speech. The market's advance was 
helped very materially by the large 
buying for London account on Tues- 
day and Wednesday, but the almost 
equally heavy selling on the succeed- 
ing davs from the same seurce, made 


it evident that the speculation was 
only for a short time. 
The tone of the money market 


worked easier, notwithstanding the 
withdrawal from banks of the first 10 
per cent. installment of the govern- 
ment deposits of Union Pacific pay- 
ments. [t is evident, also, that the 
increasing abundance of money, and 
the ease of rates is al] that prevents 
larger imports of gold, as the supply 
of exchange is qonstantly increasing. 
and rates for money in London and 
Berlin are again hardening. 

With sales of bonds for the week. of 
a par value of over $26,000.000, busi- 
ness in that department of the ex- 
change exceeds all previous records. 
both for a week and for @ month on 
the business thus far in the month. 
The extreme gains have been some- 
what reduced by rofit-taking, but 
nrices are material! higher on the 
week.

ily to this center. The gain in cash 
for the week was $6,337,100, of which 
nearly $2,500,000 was specie. The latter 
represents western receipts to a large 
extent, following Australian remit- 
tances. The increase in deposits, 
amounting to $8,011,400 tied up over 
$2,000,000 of the cash reveived, so_ that 
the surplus reserve is only $4,334,250 
heavier than one week ago. There is 
no doubt that the expansion of $2,395,- 
000 in loans reflects legitimate mercan- 
tile and stock-exchange transactions, 
instead of special operations and tech- 
nical manipulations, such as have been 
in @vidence since thé Union Pacific 
sale. The loan increase is scattered 
through a larger list of banks than 
usual. It is worthy of note that the 
bank which has been most prominent 
in financing the Union Pacific deal re- 
duces its loans $4,000,000, following the 
retirement of overdue currency sixes 
held by the treasury on its account 
against deposits. All the special de- 
pository banks paid to the treasury 10 
per cent. of their holdings last week, 
otherwise the gain in cash would have 
been heavier. As it is, the deposit 
items of the banks doing the largest 
business with interior banks show the 
highest percentage of gains. The fu- 
ture view of the continued piling up of 
idle money in New York appears to 
favor easier money. It should not be 
forgotten, however, that considerable 
of the surplus cash in banks belongs to 
the treasury and is subject to its with- 
drawal. The commercial demands are 
also heavier, and whereas the loans of 
the banks during January, 1897, re- 
mained stationery, while the surplus 
reserve fncreased $26,000,000, the loans 
in the same period this year have ex- 
panded $18,000,000, while the excess 
cash shows a gain of $20,000,000. Thus, 
while the supply is in excess of the de- 
mand, the latter is immeasurably more 
pronounced than at the beginning of 
last year.- It is difficult to see, how- 
ever, where the hope of much firmer 
money markets this season finds foun- 
dation. If interest rates go beyond a 
defined line, gold imports must follow. 
The exchange situation is now under 
strong control, but some _ interesting 
developments in the way of unseason- 
able international transferences might 
be possible.”’

THE FRANKLIN SCHOOL ORDERED 
CLOSED. 


The Health Officer Declares There 
is No Necessity for a Fever 
Seare—Alleged Violation of the 
Health Law Denied—Death of 
Judge C. N. Terry. 


PASADENA, Jan. 29.—{Regular Cor- 
respondence.} ‘One of the local even- 
ing papers devotes a column and 
half to what it claims is a flagrant vio- 
lation of thé health ordinance, a phy- 
sician not reporting a case of alleged 
scarict fever tn the tamily of a well- 
known local baker. Health Officer 
Rowland stated this evening that he 
Was not responsible for the article, and 
deprecates the attempt at a scare. The 
physician who. attended the alleged 
case of scarlet fever states most posi- 
tively that he did not treat the patient 


for scarlet féver; that the child. did]’ 


not have scarlet fever nor even a.rash; 
that there was nothing in the case at 
any time to warrant him in reporting 
it to the Health Officer, or otherwise 
he would have done so; that the 
brother of the little girl who was sick 
was taken out of school by order of 
the Health’ Officer pending investiga- 
tion of the case only, and that he 
never thought of such a thing as scar- 
let fever with the patient, who at no 
time was dangerously ill. There is no 
ecarlet fever in the district in, which 
the schoo] is located, but a feW cases 
do exist in another section of the city, 
fully half a mile from where this sup- 
posed casé was alleged to exist. 

The Health Officer says there is no 
necessity for-a scare of any kind, for 
such few cases as there are known to 
exist are of a mild form, and in order 
to abate the fear of parents he has or- 
dered the Franklin School closed on 
Monday for two weeks. "

DAMAGE FROM FROST. 

Horticultural Commissioner Pease 
spent Friday. inspecting the orchards 
from Highland to Rialto, to @scertain 
as nearly as possible what the damage 
from frost had been. Mr. Pease reports 
that the navel oranges have fared bet- 
ter than the other varieties, notably 
the Mediterranean Sweets. In Highland 
the damage done is confined largely to 
the last-named variety. Mr. Pease says 
he would not attempt to give an au- 
thoritative estimate yet, but from what 
he has seen, and the reports he has re- 
ceived from other districts, he doubts 
if the loss will exceed 10 per cent. of 
the crop, taking the county over. 

RICH MINING STRIKE. 

L. J. Kimball, a mining expert from 
San Francisco, brought the most sen- 
sational mining news to San Bernardino 
today that has been heard here for 
some time. Mr. Kimball] locates miner- 
als by an electrical process, and is ac- 
companied by W. H. Snyder of Denver, 
also in the employ of San Francisco 
capitalists. After prospecting in San 
Bernardino county for several months, 
they selected the camp at Victor, and 
several nearby spots in the Silver 
Mountain district, as being the most 
promising field in Southern Calfornia. 
The body of the metal there is on the 
western Sierra belt, and comprises more 
free gold than the eastern belt carries. 
It contains copper, lead, and a slight 
trace of silver, making the mining more 
profitable than when there is more sil- 
ver. These gentlemen have discovered, 
so they report, an immense gold belt, 
that will be very easily worked. They 
claim that in the desert are vast quan- 
tities of this material, entirely covered 
up by washes from the desert and the 
foothills, which have always been 
passed over by prospectors. They dis- 
covered it by the aid of magnetic and 
electrical batteries. The belt begins 
near the summit of Baldy Mountain 
_— extends all the way across the des- 
ert. 

Mr. Snyder says the Victor camp is 
richer than the Cripple Creek region. 

The new ten-stamp mill, with four 
concentrators, will be in operation at 
Victor early next week, but these gen- 
tlemen are of the oninion that 100 
stamps will be required at Victor. 
These prospectors had a letter yester- 
day from a San Francisco syndicate 
proposing to do 500 feet of work at once. 


SAN BERNARDINO BREVITIES. 


Paul H. Van Curen of Yacaipe was 
today committed to Highland the 
testimony of Drs. C. C. Browning and 
J. W. Aldridge and the man himself. 
The petition for the young man’s re- 
moval to the asylum was signed by 
his mother. 
When in his right mind, he is_ bright 
above the average, but at frequent in- 
tervals he becomes violently insane, 
when he is. unconscious and totally in- 
sensiblé to pain. Any attempt to re- 
strain him makes him violent, and it 
taken half a dozen strong men to con- 
trol him. Recently he wandered from 
his home at night and was found six 
hours later lying in the snow, tangled 
up in a barbed-wire fence and clad 
only in his nightclothes.

erally discussed. E. E. Keech reported

siphons and the outfall part of the 
system, and it was decided not only to 
publish as much matter as could be ob- 
tained, explaining these points to the 
voters; but to hold a mass meeting at 
Spurgeon’s Hall next Thursday even- 
ing and have sivil engineers to explain 
the entire proposed plan to the voters; 
if possible, to have City Surveyor Dock- 
weiler of Los Angeles, where a system 
very similar to the one they hoped to 
put in here is in operation, make a full 
explanation of it at the meeting. 

Another point in the line of objec- 
tions that was discussed was in regard 
to flushings, some of the objectors mak- 
ing the point that the sixty automatic 
flush tanks to be put in along the pipe 
line would not furnish a_e sufficient 
amount of water to flow the sewerage 
to the outlet. This point was.met by 
proposing to tap an artesian well in 
hte southern part of town, and with 
the aid of a stand pipe, force the water 
from it into the sewer and let it run 
all the time, and in the northern part 
to build a small reservoir, fill it from 
the irrigating idtch and let it flow in 
the same way. 

As to the outlet, E. E. Keech stated 
that he had secured a contract for 
twenty-six acres, twenty of which was 
sandy, southwest of town, whereby the 
entire tract could be purchased for $300, 
which would be of sufficiently large 
acreage to absorb the sewerage of sev- 
eral towns the size of Santa Ana, with- 
out disturbing any one.
